4. Another help which I had for the pertecting of thele Journals were 
the two Manuſcript Volumes of Fragmentary and Imperfect fournals, or ra- 
ther ( ollections of the Parliments and Seſſzons of Parliament of Queen Eliza- 
betb's Reion, which remained in Sir Robert Cottons well known and much 
fimoulcd Library, in the ſaid Years 1629, and 1630. out of which I had 
molt of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of Enoland. Our of thcle allo I had paſſages which did excellently 
IervC tO enlaroe and beautify ſome of the Journals of the Houle of ( ommons, 
as is fully mentioned in their proper places. In which two Volumes of Par-

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Now there were allo many particular helps 1 uſed tor ſeveral occaſions. 


And firjt for the Journals of exther Houle in An. 1 Regm. Eliz, they are all 
Illuttrated with ſo many quotations ot all manner of Records, that it would 
be roo tedious to dilculs or treat of them art large ; only it ſhall here luffice 
to have given this touch upon it, that ſuch as are molt frequently vouched 
are Parliament Rolls, Patent Rolls and Foren Rolls kept within the Tower of 
London, all which will beſt appear in the peruſal of them. Where allo I 
had ſome help out of two Tranſcripts, the one in Latme, the other in French, 
of an old Treatiſe Intituled De mo.lo tenends Parlamentum in Anglia tempore 
Revs Edward filu Etheldreclt. 

For ſundry Parliaments allo I had (everal private Journals of the Houle of 
Commons, in Ah. 13 Regm. Eliz, very imperte&, and another in Ar. 3 5 Rer 
2mm. ejuſdem moderately exact, each of them taken by ſome Member of the 
Houſe. Two other I had, the firſt a Journal of the Paſlages of the ſame Houſe 
in An. 39, © 40 Reg. Eliz, excecdingly detective, and the laſt de an. 43, & 
44. of the ſame een [tored with excellent matters. Our of all which, not 
only the Journals ot the ſaid Houle of Commons, but even of the Upper Houſe 
alſo of thoſe Parliaments, are much augmented.

And thus much {hall ſerve for the materials out of which thele enſuing

For the ſecond thing, touching the Method I have conſtantly uſed , it hath 
been thus.

Bur before I ſpeak further of any furure works intended, it ſhall not be 
anuls to add ſomewhat touching the true tranſcription of chele enſuing 
 olumes.; tox | am not ignorant, that not only the greatelt part of our an- 
cient Mansſcrip:s, but all new written materials, for want of able Writers, 
and eſpecially for lack of comparing the new Copy written, with that our 
of which it was taken, are exceedingly faulty and defective : and there- 
tore it was my care to examine with my own Eye, the preſence of the 
Lords, the Returns of the Proxies, the Tryors and Recetvors of Petitions, the 
(ommiſſions and fuch like entire and molt material things. 

Neither wanted there juſt cauſe of my frequent aſſiſtance for the true 
diſcovery of the very Hand-writing it ſelf of all the Journals of the Houle of 
(ommons during her Majeſties Reign, except of thole in the thirteenth, four- 
reenth, eighteenth and twenty third Nears of the ſame Queen , which four 
Journals were very fairly written into one Volume in Folio; bur as for the 
three firſt Journals of the lame Houle de 4n. 1, 5, & 8 dite Regin. they were 
written in a hand of that time, and had alſo many obſcure abbreviations 
in them. And as touching all the other Journals of the Houle of Commons, 
with ſome part alſo of the ſaid Journal of the twenty third Year of her 
Majeſties Reren, being entred and bound up together in one Volume, they 
were excceding, difficult to be read, and were certainly the very notes taken 
and entred into the {aid Volume by Fulk Onſlow Eſquire then Clerk of the ſaid 
Houſe during the Continuance of the Parliament, or Seſſion of Parliament. 
In all which the laid Notes being written in a faſt running hand, and in 
every Page almoſt much interlined, and ſometimes enlarged by ſeveral

The Two Seats, on the right, and lctt-hand 
of the Chair ot Eſtate, were void, 1n reſpect that 
the firſt was Anciently tor the King of Scots, 
when he uſed to come to our Parliaments : an; 
the other, on the left hand, is for the Prince, 
the immediate Heir of the Crown. 

On the Form on the right fide of the Chair 
of Eſtate, which ſtands on the North-ſide of the 
Upper Houſe, fate the Spiritual Lords, the 
Archbiſhop of 7ork beginning the Form; and 
the Abbot of Me/tmir/ter ending it. Who was 
the laſt Abbor that ever fate in the ſaid Houle in 
England,fincethis firſt Parliament of herMajelty. 
But at this day the twoArchbiſhops {1t upon one 
Form by rhemiſelves, and then the other Biſhops 
inorder upon two Forims, on the right hand ot the 
State;the Biſhop of Lo»don ſits firlt,the Biſhop ot 
Durham ſecond,and the Biſhop of Wincheſter hath 
the third place,and then all other Bifhops,accord- 
ing tothe Antiquity of their Conſecrations. 

On the lett ſide of the Chair of Fſtate, which 
1s on the South-ſide of the Upper Houle, upon 
the toremoſt Form, fate all the Tewporal / or, 
above the degree of Barons. The Marqueſs ot 
Wincheſter Lord Treaſurer of England, beginning 
that Form, and the Viſcount Bindon ending it. 

The Barons fate on the ſecond Form, on the 
(ett hand of the State, and it ſhould ſeem at this 
Parliament ( as it fell out alſo in the next Scilions 
tollowing, in A. 5. Rezin. Eliz. on Tueſday thc 
12th. day of Fanuary \ that one Form held them 
all, ſo as the Lord Clinton, Lord Admiral of 
England, began the ſaid Form by reaſon of his 
Office, and the Lord Sr. Fohn ot Bletſoe ended 
it, Bur at this day the number of Peers being 
much encreaſed, divers of the Barons do fit 
upon other Forms, Places, Croſfs-ways, at the 
lower end of the Houſe.

The Clerk of the Parliament, and the Clerk 
of the Crown, ſate on the lower Woolſack, and 
had a Table betore them.

Henry, Earl of Southampton, and the Lord 
Dacres, of the North, were, as I conceive at 
this time, both under Age, and in ward to her 
Majeity, and it they were preſent, as many 
times ſuch wereadmittcd upon ſuch Solemn days 
as theſe, | then doubtleſs they did either ſtand 
beſides the upper part of the rail, at the higher

her Highneſs thereunto. And here, my Lords, 
I with ( not without great caule ) there were 
in me ability to do 1t in ſuch order an fort,as 1s 
beſeeming tor her Majeſties honour and rhe un- 
derſtanding ot this prefence, and as the great 
weightinels and worthineſs of the Matter doth 
require it tobe done. The remembrance where- 
of, and thc number ot my unpertections to the 
well pertorming ot it, doth indeed ( plainly to 
(peak ) breed in me ſuch Fear and Dread, that 
as trom a man abathed, and well nigh attonied, 
you arc to hcar all that I ſhall ſay therein. True 
it is, that ſome Comtort and Encouragement [

dered ſpeaking.Summarily to fay,the immediate 
cauſe ot this Summons and Afſembly, te Conlul- 
tations, Advice, and Contentation. For although 
divers things that are to be done here in Par- 
liament, might by means be reformed without 
Parliament, yet the Queen's Majcſty, ſecking in 
her Conſultation ot importance, Contentation 
by aſſent, and ſurety by Advice; and therein 
repoſing her ſclt not a little in your Fidelities, 
Wiſdoms and Diſcretions, meancth not at this 
time to make any Reſolutions in any matter of 
weight, before it thall be by you ſufficiently and 
fully debated, examined and conſidered. Now 
the Mattcrs and cauſes whereupon you are to 
Conſult, are chicfly and principally three points.

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Precepts and Divine Councils, mecancth and - | 
tendeth in this Contcerence , firſt and chietly 
there ſhould be ſought the advancement of 
God's honour and Glorv, as the ſure and infal- 
lile foundation, whereupon the Policies of every 
good Common-Wealth arc tO be cretted, and 
knit; and as the ſtraight line, whereby 1t 15 
whotly to be directed and governed h and as the 
chict Pillar and Buttrels, v herewith it 15 coN- 
tinually to be ſuſtained and maintained. And, 
like as the well and pertect doing of this, cannot 
but make good ſucceſs in all the reſt, ſo the re- 
miſs and looſe dealing in this, cannot but make 
the reſt full of imperfections and doubttulnels ; 
which muſt nceds bring with them continual 
Change, and alteration ; things much to be 
elchewed in all good Governances, and moſt ot 
all in matters of Faith and Religion ; which of 
thcir natures be, and ought to be, molt Stable. 

Wherctore her Highneſs willeth, and moſt 
earneſtly requireth you all, firſt and principally, 
tor the Duty you bear unto God, whoſe caulc 
this is; and then for the Service you owe to her 
Majeity , and your Country, whoſe Weal it 
concerneth univerlally ; and tor the Love you 
ought to bear to your ſelves, whom 1t toucheth 
one by one, particularly, That in this Conſul- 
tation, 1 ou with all humbleneſs, ſingleneſs and 
pureneſs ot mind, confirm your ſelves together, 
uſing your whole cndcavour and diligence, by 
Laws and Ordinances to Eſtabliththat, which 
by your Learning and Wiſdom jſhall be thought 
moſt Mect tor the well pertorming ot this godly 
purpoſe : and this without reſpect oft Honour, 
Rule or Soveraignty, Profit, Plcafſure or Eaſe, or 
of any thing that might touch any Perſon in 
eſtimation or opinion ot Wit, Learning or Know- 
ledge ; and without all regard of other manner 
ot Atfection. And therewith, That you will 
alſo in this your Aſſembly and Conterence clear- 
ly torbear, and, as a great enemy to good Coun- 
cil, fly from all manner of Contentions, Rea- 
loningys and Diſputations, and all Sophiſtical 
Captious and trivolous Arguments and Quiddi- 
tics, meeter tor oftentationof Wit, than Conſulta- 
tion of weighty Matters, comehlier for Scholars 
than Countcllors; more beſeeming tor Schools, 
than tor Parliament Houſes. Beſides that com- 
monly they be great cauſes of much expence of 
time, and breed tew good Reſolutions. And 
like as in Council all contention ſhould be ef. 
chewed, cven fo by Council proviſion ſhould 
be made, that no Contentions, Contumelious, 
nor opprobrious words, as Heretick, Schiſma- 
tick, Papiſt and ſuch like names, being Nurſes 
of ſuch Seditious FaCtions and Sects, be uſed, 
but may be banithed out of mens Mouths; as 
the Caulers, continuers and encreaſers of Dif. 
pleaſur c, Hate and Malice; and as utter Enemies 
to all Concord and Unity, the very Marks that 
you arenow come to Shoot art.

wary Conſideration is to be had, That nothing | 
be adviſed or done, which any way 1n cont1- | 


nuance of time were likely to breed, or nouriſh 
any kind of Idolatry, or Superſtition ; ſo, on 
the other ſide, heed is to be taken, that by 
no Liccntious or looſe handling, any manner of 
Occaſion be given, whereby any contempt, or 
irreverent bchaviour towards God and Godly 
things, or any ſpice of irrcligion might creep in, 
or be conceived; The examples of feartul pu- 
niſhments that have followed theſc tour Extre- 
mities, I mean, Idolatry , Superitition, Con- 
tempt and Irrcligion in all Agrs and times, are 
more in number than I can declare, and better 
known than Ican make recital to you of. And yer 
are they not ſomany, or better known than by 
the continual budding benefits and bleſſings of 
God to thoſe that have torſaken thoſe extremi- 
tics, and embraced their Contraries. And tor 
your better encouraging to run this right and 
ſtrait courte, although that which is ſaid ought 
to ſuffice thereto, I think I may afhirm, that the 
good King Hezekiah had no greater defire to 
amend what was amiſs in his time ; nor the 
Noble Queen ZZefter a better heart to overthrow 
the Mighty Encmies to God's Elect, than our 
Sovereign Lady and Miſtreſs hath ro do that 
may be juſt and acceptable in God's ſight : Thus 
torced to this by our Duties to God, feared 
thereto by his puniſhments, provoked by his 
benefits, drawn by your love to your Country, 
and your ſelves, encouraged by ſo Princely a 
Patroneſs, Let us in God's name go about this 
work, endeavouring our ſelves with all diligence, 
 aST have betorc ſaid ) to make ſuch Laws, as 
may tend to the honour and Glory of God, to 
the Eſtabliſhment of his Church, and to the 
Tranquillity of the Realm. 

For the Second, There is to be conſidered 
what things by private men deviſed, be practiſed, 
and put in ure in thisRealm, contrary or hurt- 
ful to the Common-Wealth of the ſame, tor 
which no Laws be yet provided ; and whether 
the Laws before this time made be ſufficient to 
redreſs the Enormities they were meant to re- 
move, and whether any Laws made but tor a 
time, be meet to be continued for ever, or tor 
a Seaſon : Beſides, whether any Laws be too 
ſevere or too ſharp, or too ſoft and too gentle; 
To be ſhort, you are to conſider all other im- 
pertecticns of Laws made, and all wants of Laws 
to be made, and thereupon to provide the 
meeteſt Remedies, ref ting the Nature and 
Quality of the diſorder and offence; the incli- 
nation and diſpoſition of the people ; and ot the 
manner of the time. 

For the Third and laſt, ( a Marvcllous mat- 
ter ) I cannot ſee how a good true Engliſhman 
can enter into the conſideration of it, but it 
muſt breed in his breaſt two contrary ettects ; 
Comtort I mean, anddiſcomtort ; joy, and fad- 
neſs ; tor on the one part, how can a man ( cal- 
ling to his remembrance, that God of his divine 
Power and Ordinance, hath brought the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm toa Princeſs, that ſo 
Nobly, diligently, willingly and carctully doth, 
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by the advice of all the Eſtates of the Realm 
ſeek all the ways and means that may be, to 
Reform all diſorders and things, that be amiſs; 
to continue and make firm that that is good, to 


detect and diſcourage thoſe that be diſhonelt | 
and evil; to exccute Juſtice in all points to all | 
perſons and at all times, without rigour and ex- | 


tremity, and to uſe Clemency, without Indul- 
gence and tond Pity. 

A Princeſs, I ſay, that 1s not, nor ever mcan- 
cth to be, ſo Wedded in her own will and Fan- 
taſic, that for the ſatisfaction thereof, ſhe would 
do any thing that was likely to bring any fervi- 
tude or Bundage to her people, or give any juſt 
occaſion to them ot any Inward Grudge, where- 
by any Tumult or ſtirs might ariſe, ashath done 
ot late days, things moft pernicious and Peſti- 
lent ro the Common-Wealth ; A Princeſs, that 
never mcancth or intendeth, for any private 
aftetion, to advance the Cauſe or Quarrel with 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, to the de- 
ſtruction ot her Subjects, ro rhe loſs of any of 
hcr Dominions, or to the impoverithung ot her 
Realm; A Princeſs, ro whom nothing, what 


Nothing 2 no, no worlklly thing under the Sun 


1s ſo dear, as the hearty Love and good will of 


her Nobles and Subjefts, and to whom nothing 
1s ſo Odible, as that they might cauſe, or by any 
means procure the contrary. ) 

How can ( I fay ) a man remember thus 
wondertul bencfir, but of neceſſity he muſt necds 
hcartily rejoyce, and give God thanks tor the 
ſame! But, my Lords, the handling of the 
Princely vertucs ot this Noble Princeſs, the 
cauſe ot our reJOVCINg, of purpoſe | pretermit, 
partly becauſe 1 ever ſuppoled it not altogether 
meet for this preſence; but cluefly, tor that 
it requireth a pertect, and Excellent Orator, in 
whom both Art and Nature Concurs, and not 
to mc, a man in whom both tails. Marry, I 
wiſh in my hcart, an Apt perſon might oft have 
mcet preſence, and juit occaſion, to handle this 
matter, as the weighrinefs of the Cauſe requi- 
reth : But as the Cauſes oft our Rejoycing for 
ſuch reſpe&ts be \ thanks be to God, ) both ma- 
ny and great ; ſo for the cauſes ot our ſadneſs and 
diſcomtort, they be neither few nor little. 

But here upon great cauſe, as a man perplexed 
and amazcd, I ſtay, not knowing what 1s beſt 
to be done ; very loth I am to utrer that which 
1s much unplcaſ:nt for me to ſpeak, and as un- 
comtortable tor you to hear : but becauſe ſores 
and wounds be hardly cured, except they be 
well opened and ſearched, therefore conſtrained, 
ot neceſſity I ſee I muſt trouble you with theſe 
ſad matters. What man, that either Loveth 
his Sovereign, his Country or himſelf, that 
thinketh ot and weigheth the great decays and 
lotles of Honour, Strength and Treaſure, yea 
and the peril that hath happen'd to this Imperial 
Crown of late time, but muſt needs inwardly and 
carneſtly bewail the ſame? Could there have 
happen'd to this Imperial Crown a greater loſs 
in Honour, Strength and Treaſure than to loſe 
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times, and againſt all attempts, both Foreign 
and ncar, both of Forces and Treafons, been 
detended and kept - Did not the keeping of 
this breed Fear to our greateſt Encmics, and 
made our faint triends the more aſſured, and 
lother to break? yea, hath not the winning and 
keeping of this, bred throughout Europe an ho- 
norable opinion and report of our Fn/ijh 
Nation ? 

Again, what one thing fo much preſerved and 
cuarded our Merchants, their Trathck and enter- 
courſes, or hath been ſo great a help tor the well 
uttering of our chict Commodities, or what, 
ſo much as this, hath kept a grear part of our 
Sca-coaſts from ſpoiling and Robbing ? To be 
ſhort, rhe loſs of this is much greater than I am 
able to utter, and as yet, as [ {.ippoſe, 1sable to 
be underſtood by anv : and yer, my Lords, it 
this were the whole loſs, then might men have 
ſome hope in time to come to recover that, that 
in time hath been thus ſuddenly and ſtrangely 
loſt ; But when a man looketh turther, and con- 
ſidereth the Marvellous decays and watt of the 
Revenue of the Crown, the ineſtimable conſum- 
ption ofthe Treaſure, levied both ct the Crown, 
and oft the Subject, the Exceeding loſs of Mu- 
nition and Artillery, the great loſs of divers 
valiant Gentlemen of very good Service, the 
incredible ſum ot Moneys owing at this pre- 
ſent and in honour due to be paid, and the biting 
intercſt that is to be anſwered tor the torbearance 
ot this Debt,therewith remembring the Strengrtl1 
and Mightincfs of the Enemy, and his Contede- 
rates, and how ready hc is upon every Occaſion, 
upon every fide, and in cvery time, to Annoy 
you; And how the time moſt Mect tor that pur- 
poſe draweth on at hand again ; it a man conſiver 
the Huge and moſt Wondertul charge, newly 
grown to the Crown, more than ever hath here- 
tofore been Wont, and now of necetlity to be 
continued ; as firit, the maintenance of Garifon 
in certain places on theSea-coalts,asPortsmounth, 
with new Munition and Artillery, beſides the 
new increaſed Charge for the continual mainte- 
nance of the Fng/iſh Navy to be ever in readineſs 
againſt all evil happs ; rhe ſtrongeſt Wall and 
defence that can be againſt the Enemies of this 
Iſland ; And further alſo, the new Augmenta- 
tion or Charge, tor the maintenance ot 2 Gart- 
ſon at Barwick, and the Fronticrs Northward. 
Indeed, I muſt conteſs that in thoſe matrers mine 
underſtanding is but ſmall, and mine experience 
and tiine to Learn, lefs: But in mine opinion, 
this doth excced the Ancient yeurly Revenue of 
the Crown. Beſides, that doubic fo inuch 15 0: 
Neceſlity to be preſently ſpent, about rhe tor- 
tifying of thoſe places in Buildings. When I 
ſay a man remembreth, and contidererh theſe 
things, it maketh him fo tar trom hope ot Reco- 
very of that, that is loſt, without tome aid or 
Contribution of the Subjcct ; that he will Judge 
a1l

Irom this. Is there any, think you ſo Mad, that 
kavinz a Rangeot houſes in peril of fire, would | 
not vhdly pluck down part, to have the reſt | 
SISSY ved and ſaved 2 Doth not the wiſc Mer- | 
chant, in every adventure of danger, give part | 
t)liave the reſt aſſured ? Thele cauſes well com- 
parcd, {mall diflcrence ſhall be tound. And for 
all this . a ſtrange matter and ſcarce Credible \ 
with how deat an Ear, and how hardly the 
Queen's Majeſty may endure to hear ot any de- 
vice that may be burthenous to her Subjects, I 
partly do underſtand, and divers others partl 

perceive. Is not the cauſe Marvellous a 
that the Neccflity and Need of this Ragged and 
Torn State by Miſgovernance, ſhould by force 
(0) bridle and rettrain the noble Nature of ſuch 
a Prince{s, that the 1s not able to ſhow ſuch Li- 
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Subjects, as her heart and Inclination diſpoſeth 
her Highneſs unto? What a grict and Torment 
this is ro a Noble Mind ! What a griet? ſurely 
ſuch a grict, as but to a Noble Mind who feels 
it,it ca1mot be underſtood. But tor the more plain 
d:claration of her highnels's diſpoſition in this

required of her Loving Subjects, but that, whicl 
they, of their own tree wills and Liberahitics, 
be well contented, readily and gladly, trankly 
and freely to offer ; fo great is the truſt that 
ſhe repoſeth in them, and rhe love and atic&tion 
that her Highneſs beareth towards them,nothing 
at all doubting, but that they will fo lovingly 
carctully and prudently conſider and weigh t11s 


| great and weighty Matter, that ſuch proviſion 


out of hand be taken therein, as her Higlneſ, 
thall be preſerved in all Honour and Royal 
Dignity, and you, and the reſt of her Loving 
Subjects, in common quiet and ſurety. 

Now, to make an end, The Queen's Ma- 
jeſtie's pleaſure is, That you, her welbelove| 
and truſty Knights of her Skires, and Burceſles, 
according to your laudable Cuſtom, ſhall repair 
to your Common Houle, and there deliberately 
and adviſedly Elect, or rather, amongſt ſo ma- 
ny already Elect perſons, ſeleCt one, both grave 
and diſcreet, who atterhebe by you preſented,and 
that Preſentation by her Highneſs admitted, 
thall then occupy the Office and Room of your 
Common Mouth, and Speaker, and of your day 
of preſentation theQueens Majeſty giveth you.

Clerk of the Upper Houſe, ſtood up, and read 
theNames of Receivers, and Tryers of Petitions 
in French, according to the Ancient and unu- 
ſual manner. And becauſe I reſolve in all the 
enſuing Journals of the ſaid Houſe, during the 
Reign ot this moſt Sacred Queen, only to. ſet 
down their ſaid names, without tying my ſelf to 
the expreſs Form or Language; theretore 1 have 
in this place, once for all, Tranſcribed the exact 
Form thereof, as it is entred in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, A. iſto primo 
Regin. Eliz. with this difference only, that 
whereas it is there entred before the beginning 
of the ſaid Journal, here I have cauſed it to be 
reterred unto, and placed in that day, to which 
ir more properly belongs. After which alſo, 
divers Animadverſions touching the Ancient

The Knights, Citizens, Burgeſſes, and Baron; 
of the Houſe of Commons, having Notice abour 
one of the Clock in the Attcrnoon, \ of this tore- 
ſaid Saturday being the 28th. day of Jax. ) That 
her Majeſty, the Lord Keeper, and divers Lords, 
Spiritual and Temporal, were {ct inthe Upper 
Houſe , expecting their attendance, they re- 
paired immediately thither, with Sir 7 homey 
Gargrave Knight, their Speaker I lect, and be- 
ing let in as inany as convemently could, thr 
ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrav? was led up to the 
Rail, or Bar, at the lower en:1 of the far Houte, 
by two of the molt honorable Perfonages of rhe 
Houſe of Commons ; where, atter three Reve- 
rences made to her Majcſly, he modeſtly and 
lubmitlively excuſed himſelt, as being unable to 
undergo the many and great difficultics ot that 
place : to winch, by the Grace of ric Queen, 
and the undceſcrve.l tavour of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, he had been choſen; Alle:lging withal, 
that there were many Members in that Houſe 
more wortity ot the honour, and more able ro 
undergo the Charge of that ſervice, than him- 
felt ; And theretorc defired, and humbly adviſed 
the Queen's Majelly, to free Ium trom thar 
employment, and to commend to her Knights, 
Citizens, and Burgctles of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, the Choice ot fome other ot their more 
able Members. 

But notwithſtanding all thefe reaſons 4nd ex- 
cuſes, according, to the uſual form, by the ſaid 
Prolocutor alledged, Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, 
Lord Keeper ot the Seal, by her Majcſlties Com- 
mandment, both encouraged him to the Carec- 
tul undertaking of that Service, and atlured him 
of the Queen's acceptance, and admitlion of him, 
by this Oration following, 


I R Thomas Gargrave, the Queen's Majeſty 

doth right well perceive and underſtand 
your Comely and Modcſt manner, in the difa- 
bling of your felt for this Ofhee, and room, 
whereunto her Truſty and Wel-beloved Knights 
and Burgeſles have Elected you, and do now 
preſently preſent you, and therewith alfo hath 
heard your Petition and Suit, made with all 
humbleneſs and reverence, tor your diſcharge 
in this matter ; tor anſwer whereunto, her Ma- 
jeſty hath commanded me to ſay unto you, that 
She her ſelt right well doth underſtand, that by 
the Orders and Rules of good Government and 
Policy, Power and Authority, to receive or refuſe 
any Office of Service inany Common-Wealth, 
ſhould not be permitted to be in the Arbitrimenr 
of him, who 1s thereunto Orderly called, or ap- 
pointed, nor that the OD and diſcerning of 
Ability and diſability in ſervice, pertaineth tothe 
perſon called,but to herMajeſty,as:loth right well 
appear by a Similitude that is old and Common, 
bur neither unapt nor untrue; that is,like as unto 
the head ofa natural body pertaineth the appoint-, 
ment, and as it were the Marſhalling of every 
Member of the ſame Body to the particular Ser- 


| vice, andOffice; Soto the Head ot every Body 
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Politick, be it Emperor, King or leſs State, be- | 
longeth, mecdiately or immedaately derived, the 
allignmcat and admitting of every Member of 
the fame body, to his Miniſtry and Duty, and 
as the contrary doing inthe firſt, were Mon- 
{lrous in nature, ſo ſurely the contrary doing 
in the ſecond, were Monſtrous in reaſon. Now 
her Majeſty having this Authority in her, as 
Head of the Politick Body of this Realm, and 
therewith being credibly informed of your ap- 
proved Fidelity, wiſdom and diſcretion, and of 
the long experience that you have had in Par- 
liainent matters, thinketh, that it her Highneſs 
ſhould aſſent tro your Deſire, 1t would be pre- 
judicial to her Majeſty,and the Common-wealth 
ot the Realm. Beſides alſo, for as much as you 
have bcen choſen, and enabled to this Office and 
place, according, to an Ancient and Laudable 
Order, by ſo many wiſe, ſage and diſcreet 
knights, and Burgeſles, to whole Judgment and 
opinion, her Highneſs thinketh it meet and con- 
\cnicnt for her to have great regard, and to 
givemuch credit ; and faith, that tor that reſpect 
allo, her Majeſty may not conveniently grant 
Your Pctirion. 

Again, your ſelf, ſecking in humble and 
reverent manner your own diſcharge and 
difablement, have indeed, by well, comely, 
modeſt and orderly doing thereot, given no 
ſmall caule, whereby you ate to be enabled ; and 
therctore cr Majeſty, upon theſe reſpetts and 
divers others, doth now preſcntly admit this 
Election, and preſentation made of you, 
nothing at all doubting, but that you will, 
with ſuch diligence, faithfulneſs and circum- 
ſpection, uſc and Excrciſe your Office, as 
thereby the good hope and expeRtation, that 
her Majeſty hath reccived of you, by that ſhe 
hath hcard ot others alrcady, ſhall be by that 
her cli thall ſee and hear, not only wy ne 
but allo increaſed and augmented ; And fo, as 
lier Highnefs's Loving Subjects of her Com- 
mon's Houſe, ſhall neither have juſt cauſe to 
repent their Election, her Majeſty her admiſſion, 
nor you your ſelt the aſſumption, and taking 
upon you this Charge. 

Unto which Speech of the Lord Keepers Sir 
Thomas Gargrave humbly ſubmitting himſelf to 
the undergoing of the Charge and ſervice im- 
poled on him, made a diſcreet and ſubmiſſive 
an{wer, in which he expreſſed the great bleſſed- 
nels now accrewed to the Realm, and all con- 
ditions therein, by her Majeſtics attaining the 
Crown; being a Princeſs ſo Richly endued with 
Picty, Wiſdom, Mercy, Juſtice and tender 
C arc of her people's good and fatety,and with all 
other gitts of mind and body, requiſite for the 
Government of ſo great a Kingdom. 

Then he proceeded to many hearty Prayers, 
; and tecling I.xprefſions of the good ſuccels of the 
Parliaracnt, and tor thc uniting of their Coun- 
_ _ _ and to the repairing of the ma- 
5-4 bi _ het ot many dangers, now 

:Mine; n. Andlaſtly, -he came, 


according to the uſual Form, firſt to deſire Li. 
berty of acceſs for the Houſe of Commons to 
the Queen's Majeſtics preſence, upon all Urgent 
and Neceſſary Occaſions. Secondly , that it 
in any thing himſelt ſhould miſtake, or mitre- 
port, or over-ſlip that which ſhould be com- 
mitted unto him to declare, that it might, with- 
out prejudice to the Houle, be better declared, 
and that his unwilling Miſcarriage therein might 
be pardoned. | 
Thirdly, that they might have Liberty and 
freedom ot Speech in whatſoever they Treated 
of, or had occaſion to propound and debate in 
the Houſe. The tourth, and laſt, that all the 
Members of the Houſe, with their Servants and 
neceſſary Attendants, might be exempred trom 
all manner of Arreſts and Suits, during the con- 
tinuance of the Parliament, and the utual ſpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 
thercof, as in former times hath always been 
accuſtomed. 

To which Speech of the faid Speaker, the 
Lord Keeper, without any long pauſing, repli'd 
again in manner and form tollowing. 


M R. Speaker , the Queen's Majeſty hath 


heard, and doth very well underitand 
your wiſe and diſcreet Oration, tull ot good 
meaning, good Will and good Matter : thc 
Ette&t whereof ( as I take 1t ) may be divide 
into three parts; of thoſe the firſt containeth 
the commendation of the Queen's Highneſs, 
\ The Second, ccrtain good withes and defires ot 
yours, very honorable, profitable and Com- 
modious for the Realm to be followed, and put 
into Execution. The third, divers Petitions 
concerning the Exerciſes ot your Office, and the 
Liberties and Priviledges of the Commons 
Houle. For the firſt, the Queen's Majeity 
giveth you moſt hearty thanks, as tor a good 
Exhortation made to her Highneſs, to become 
ſuch a one as you have commended her for ; but 
not acknowledging thoſe vertues to be in her 
Highneſs, Marry , conteſſing that ſuch as the 
hath be God's graces. And therewithal, her 
Highneſs wiſheth, ( as ſhe truſteth you all do, ) 
that tor England's ſake, there were as many ver- 
tucs in her, as would ſerve for the good Govern- 
ment of this her Realm, committed to her Royal 
Charge, and defireth you all, with her, to give 
God dayly thanks for thoſe which ſhe hath, and 
to make humble Petition togrant ſuch increaſe 
of the reſt, as to his divine Providence ſhall be 
thought for his honour moſt Meet. 

For the Second, her Maieſty truſteth, and 
verily believeth, that thoſe good wiſhes and 
defires of yours are ſo deeply graven, and per- 
tetly imprinted inthe hearts of the hearers, that 
the good ſucceſs and ſequel, that ſhould come 
thereof, will evidently declare, that you have 

not 1n vain ſpoken them, nor they negligently 
heard them. For the third and laſt, you have 


divided into four Petitions; The firſt, tor your 
acceſs to the Queen's HighneGs and her Nobles, 


tor 
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tor your reports and conterence. The Second, | 
that you be born with; in any thing, it you thould 
in any of your reports be miſtaken, or over- 
flipped, and thar without prejudiceto the Houſe 
it be better declared. The Third, Liberty ot 
Speech,tor well debating of Matters propoun.cd. 
"The Fourth an4d laſt, that allthe Members ot rhe 
Houſe and their Servants may have thc ſame 
treedom { om all manner of Suits, as bctore time 
cy uſed to have. | 

'To theſe Petitions, the Queen's Majeſty hath 
commanded me to fay unto you, that her High- 
nets 15 right well contented to grant them unto 
you, as largely, as amply and as liberally, as 
ever they were granted by any her Noble Pro- 
©cnitors; and to confirm-the lame with as great 
an Auhoritvy. Marry, with theſe Conditions 
21nd cautions ; firlt, that your accels be void of 
unportunity, and tor matters Needtul, and in 
time Convenient. For the Second, that your 
Diligence and Carctulncts be fuch , © ( Mr. 
Spcaicer, | that the detaults in that part be as 
rare as may be ; whereol her Majeſty doubterh 
little. For the Third, which 1s tor Liberty of 
Speech, therewith her Higlhnefs 15 right well 
contented ; but fo, as they be neither unmind- 
til, or uncarctul of their Duties, Reverence and 
Obedience to their Sovereign. For the laſt, 
great heed would be taken, that no evil diſpoſed 
perion feek ot purpoſe that priviledge, tor the 
only detrauding of his Creditors, and tor the 
maintenance ot injurics and wrongs. Thele 
Adinonitions being well remembred, her Ma- 
jzeſly thinketh all the ſaid Liberties and Privi- 
ledges well granted. To cometoan end, only 
t!us [ have to put you in mind of, that in the 
florting of your things, you obſerve ſuch Order, 
ti1at matters of rhe greateſt Moment, and moſt 
Material to the State, be chictly, and firſt ſet 
tjorth ; fo as they be not hindred by particular 
and private Bills to this purpole. That when 
thoſc great Matters be patt, this Afſembly may 
fooner take end, and men be licenſed to take 
thcircaſe; I have ſaid.

Beſides alſo, remem- | 
bring your great Studies, and endeavours, and | 
diligenccs , for the opening and declaring what 
may be faid Pro &+- contra, in all cauſes of 
doubrs, to the end (as it ſeemeth to her Highneſs) 
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that when all was ſaid, and heard on both parts, 
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that by any of you could be interr'd, or pro- 
duc'd, That that which ſhould thereupon for all 
reſpects appear to ſtand molt with the Honour 
and Glory of God, and the common Wealth of 
the Realm , might be the better and more ſafc]y 
agreed upon and determined ; When her Maj. 
ſty, I fay, remembreth and con(idereth theſe 
things, ſhe ſaith, ſhe cannot but much commend, 


| and allow your wiſdom and diligence therein, 


greatly to her comfort and conlolaiton, and much 
to all your praiſes and commendations. For noiy 


' her Majclty verily truſteth, that like as no man- 


ner of determination in Parliament , neither can 
nor ought by any private Man, to be infringed 
or undone; fo thele determinations of yours, in 
this form begun, proceeded and concluded, can- 
not hereafter juſtly , no not by words, be im- 
pugned or* gainſaid ; for ſceing all men have 
thus at leiſure, and with liberty upon the making 
of thele Laws frankly declared their opinions and 
knowledges likewiſe, as lcarned men ; fo the 
Laws being made and palt, her Majelty doubt- 
eth nothing but that they will, like good, hum- 
ble, and obedient Subj«C&ts, willingly, and hum- 
bly ſubmit themſelves to the Law as to Life. And 
the rather alſo, becaule that no Man 1n the obcy- 
ing of Laws made at this Scftions , being of the 
greateſt moment, ſhould thereby be forced any 
otherways to do, than either himſelt hath by Law 
already done, or ele others have before this time 
done, whom both for wiſdom, vertue, and 
learning, it ſhall not be unſecming to any man 
here (be it ſpoken without offence) to follow and 
take Example of : And thus much for the firſt 
part. 

For the ſecond part , which concerneth your 
liberality and benevolence, her Majeſty hath 
commanded me to ſay unto you, that your wile 
and grave Conſideration, had and uſed in the 
granting of a preſent aid and relief, towards the 
reeving and diſcharging of the preſent charge 
wherewith the Realm, at the time of her coming 
tothe Crown, was and yct is charged, 1s by her 
Highneſs taken in thanktul part, and fo is the re- 
{titution of the continual Revenue, as ſome Sup- 
plement towards the maintenance of the conti- 
nual charge of late time grown to the Crown. as 
you have heard, and of neceſlity to be continue, 
as well for the ſurety of you all, as for the Con- 
firmation of the whole Eſtate. And here, my 
Lords and Maſters all, I take it to be my duty, 
to do you to underſtand, of certain noble and 
princely obſervations, and conſiderations had by 
her Highneſs of theſe your doings, much ſurely 
to all your Comforts ; whereof one is, in that 
ſhe forgetteth not that theſe grants be made, not 
by Subjects that have been a long time free from 
all manner of Taxes, Loans and Subſidies, and lo 
well able to bear this burthen; but by Subjects, 
(much to her grief when ſhe thinketh of it,) that 
have been well nigh continually charged with 
thele things, to the univerſal impoveriſhing ot 
the whole Realm, and no wayes to the ſtrength- 
ning, amending or honouring of the ſame 3 m 
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rather to the weakning , decaying, and di{ho- 
nouring of the ſame; whereby 1t 1s evident, yea 
too evident (if it pleaſed God otherwile) that 
theſe ſupplies are to be born, not of your ſuper- 
Huities, but rather of your necelſlities 3 Marry 
of neceflity alſo to withſtand a greater necct- 
ſiry, which otherwile might touch you and yyurs 
11 ſurety. | 

The {ccond Obſervation 13, your readinefs and 
willingnels in granting , whereot her Majelty | 
maketh a very great account, perceiving thereby, | 
that neither warm words, nor yet earnelt nor 
long perſwaſions uſed among[t you, have drawn 
you to this, but that the ſame hath rather ben 
by you willingly, readily, and trankly offcrec!, 
than by any ot the means above remembred 3 
and that theſe your grants have altogether pro- 
cceded from the benevolent minds, and hearty 
atfc&ions, that you bear to your Soveraign | ady 
and Country : which benevolence and aticction 
her Majeſty accepicth, and taxcth tor the great- | 
«(t benefit, and molt precious Jewel, that « Sub- | 
jc&t can preſent to his Soveraignz and, to be 
thort in this matter 5 it B:s dat quit cto dat be a 
true ſaying, you deſerve great Commendation 
for your {mall (ſtaying hereunto. Allo her High- 
nels addeth a third, that vs, a generaitty and 
conſent of their Grant, knowing wnh what ct- 
ficulty and diverſity of Opinions u1 ſome times | 
paſt, theſe things have been brought to pals. It | 
1s a certain and infallible ground , that every | 
good thing , the greater it is, the better 1t 1s. 
Now this unanimity in conſenting, being (as un- | 
doubtedly it is) a good thing, hath not her Ma- | 
jclty (trow you) good caule to rejoice mn the | 
univerſality thereot ? yes ſurely, and thanks you | 
therefore accordingly. To make an end of this | 
part, her Highneſs hath ſpecially commanded me | 
to ſay unto you, that when ſhe calleth to re- 
membrance what you have gramed , who huth 
granted , and the form of granting 3 ſhe tins 
her jclt earneſtly diſpoſed , 1t your Surevucs att 
the State would ſo ſutfer, as trecly to remit thelc 
Grants, as you did gladly grant them. And 
where in times paſt, long and vehcment Orati- 
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ons and perſwalions have been m theſe Caſes 
uſed, to ſuch as occupicd your places, for the 
great diligence, and careful circumſpection to be 
had for the true levying ot that which hath been 
granted , for that the common numbers re{pect 
altogether themſelves as private men, and not 
themſelves as members of the whole body, where- 
by againſt all reaſon and right, the Realm hath 
been often defrauded of the greateſt part of the 
benevolence granted: This notwithſtanding, her 
Highneſs hath willed me herein to uſe few words, 
and only for c his reſpe& , leſt elſe thoſe which 
have ſhewe4( uch hberality and benevolence in 
granting, might ſeem to be ſuſpected by her, ci- 
ther of tidelity or diligence in levying 3 whereof 
ſhe thinketh her ſelf atlured, and thereupon re- 
poling her truſt, ſhe doubteth nothing, but by 
your good ſervice, theſe things ſhall be as truly 


that this faithful trutt. thus repoſed by her High- 
neſs 1n your truc ſervice, (hall ſerve her to better 
purpoſe, than any words that could be ſpoken 
by me on her Najeſties behalf; And befides, ſhe 
thinketh, (which 1 much to be noted ſurcly,) 
that it were bettcr to adventure the lot of 1 
great part of that ſhe taketh her {lf atlure(l of, 
than your benevolent minds, I mean, by fpeak- 
ing one word t00 much. 

Now to the third and laſt, which containeth 
the Queen's Majeſties pleaſure for the well Exe- 
cuting of Laws. Here, my Lords and Maltcrs all, 
remembring your Wiſdoms and Fidclitics, albeit 
that it be not much necedtul to put you in mind, 
to how {mal} purpole good Laws lerve, being not 
daily and diligently executed 3 yet, becautc the 
ancient Order hath been, that ſomewhat at this 
time ſhould be ſaid for your remembrance in 
theſe matters 3 therctore it is thought meet, that

Wherctore ye tee, that as there hath been 
uled by you great wifdom and diſcretion, in de- 
viling of lome, fo it 1s very necetlary that like 
diligence and pams be taken by you and others, 
to fee the goo Execution of all; the cticct of 
which charge conhſteth principally in three 
points 3 The tirit 1, Conſervation of the Queens 
Peace. The ſccond, in Admuultration of Jultice 
between Subjegt and Subject. And the , Third, 
in the obſcrvation of one unitorm Order in Re- 
Iigion, according to the Laws now Eſtablithed. 
For the.tir{t, ye arc to foreſee all manner of 
Frays, Forces, Riots and Routs, and the diſco- 
vering and repealing mn time oft all manner of 
Conſpiracics, Confeleracies and Conventicics ; 
and in this part alſo you are to provide tor the 
(wift and ſpeedy appcaling of all manner ot Tu- 
mults, ſtirs and uproars, (it any happen) and 
for the diligent ſearching out, and ſevere punilh- 
ment of all manner of Felomes, Burglarics, and 
all other like Fnorminics; Matters (asyou know ) 
againſt the Queen's Majclties Peace, Crown and 
Dignity 3 for the well doing whercof , two 
things are chiefly to be eſchewed ; Ihe one ns, 
floathfulnels, the other is uncarcfulnefs : for 
how can Juſtice baniſh thele Enormities , whefe 


anſwered as they have been freely granted 3 and 


| her Miniſters be fo floathful , that they avill 
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never creep out of their Doors to any Courts, 
Sections, i= Ailizes, for the due Adminiſtration 
thereof, except they be drawn thereunto with 
ſome matters of their own 5 nor cannot endure 
to have their Ears troubled with the hearing of 
Controverſics of their Neighbours, for the good 
appeaſing of the ſame 3 or how can the auncare- 
ful man, that maketh no account of any of the 
common cauſes of his Cotintry , but reſpetteth 
only his private matters and Commodities, be- 
come a jult and dihgent ſearcher out, follower 
and Corrector of Fclonics, Murders , and ſuch 
like common Encmies to the Common-Wealth ? 
And yct true it is, that ſuch careleſs and iloathful 
men do daily colour and cloak theſe their faults 
with the title of Quietnes 3 Coveting to be 
counted good and quiet men, where indeed they 
icck only eaſe, profit, and pleaſure to themlclves, 
and that to be ſuſtained and born by other mens 
carcs and labours, as Drones do amonglt Bees 3 
But it every man ſhould do ſo, who ſeeth not 
but things would ſhortly come to ruine in de- 
tault of Order? for they may calily judge, that 
It is madneſs to ſfeck the conſervation of any par- 
ticular Member , and to ſuffer the whole body 
to decay 3 but being well ſerved by ſome mens 
opinions, as they care for none, ſo ſhould none 
care for them ; or clſc that better were in mine 
opinion, they ſhould be uſed by men, as Drones 
be uſed by Bees. And thus much for the firſt 
part. | 

For the ſecond , you are to provide, that all 
Embracers, Maintamers and Champertics, which 
be utter Enemics to the due Execution of Juſtice 
between Subject and Subject, be netther commit- 
ted by any of you, nor (as near as you can , be 
ſuffered to be committed by any other. A very 
behovetul matter to be both carefuily and earn- 
eltly looked unto , as the root and ſeed of all 
Juſtice, and eſpecially if any of theſe faults light 
upon any perfon that hath Authority or Rule in 
the Country , or hath any office of Juſtice to 
eXccute among the people. Is 1t not (trow you) 
a monſtrous diſguifing to have a Juſticer a main- 
tainer, to have him that ſhould by his Oath and 
Duty ct forth Juſtice and right, againſt his Oath 
and Duty to otfer injury and wrong 3 to have 
Im that 1-ſpecially choſen amongſt a number by 
the Prince, to appeaſe all Brablings and Contro- 
veriics, to be a fower and maintainer of ſtrife 
and Scdition, amongſt them ſeeking his reputa- 
tion and opinion, by lcadirg and ſwaying of Ju- 
ries according to his Will, acquitting ſome for 
Gain, Ending others for Malice ; bearing with 
him as his Servant, over-throwing the other as 
his Enemy 3 procuring all Queſtmongers to be 
of his Livery, or otherwiſe in his danger, that 
his winks, frowning and countenance may di- 
rect all Inqueſts. Surely, ſurely, it is true, that 
thele be they, that be ſubverters and perverters 
ot all Laws and Orders ; yea, that make daily 
the Laws, that of their own nature be good, to 
become Inſtruments of miſchief. Theſe indeed 


be they, of whom ſuch Examples would be | 


made, and the founders and maintainers of 41 
enormitiesz and theſe be thoſe, whom if y, 
cannot reform for their | 28 6099, yet ought yo;

the ſame , which by great and deliberate advice 
here in Parliament hath been eſtabliſhed. Ang 
here great Obſervations and watch thould bc hq 
of the withdrawers and hinderers thercot ; 
eſpecially of thoſe , that ſubtilly , by idirc(} 


- means, ſeek to procure the contrary. Amongſt 


theſe | mean to comprehend, as well tholc thi: 
be too ſwift, as thoſe that be too {low ; thoſe | 
ſay, that go before the Laws , or bcyond the 
Laws , as thoſe that will not follow 3 for good 
Government cannot be where Obedience tail. 
eth, and both theſe alike break the Rulc 
Obedience; And theſe be thoſe, who in likely. 
hood ſhould be beginners, and maintainers, and 
upholders of all Factions and Sects, the very Mo. 
thers and Nurſes to all Sceditions and Tumult, 
which neccllarily bring forth deſtruction and 
depopulation 3 of theſe therefore great heed 
would be taken, and upon theſe bcing found, 
(harp and ſevere CorreCtion (according to thc 
Order of Laws) ſhould be impoſed 3 and that 
in the beginning, without reſpett of perſons, as 
upon the greateſt adverſaries that can be to L- 
nity and Concord, without which no Common: 
Wealth can long endure and ſtand 3 whercupo: 


(you know) all our ſtanding and falling wholly 


conlilteth, and the ſurety of our Sovereign. Al- 
lo a matter moſt marvellous, that Laws whereby 
men poſlets all that they have, and their lives al- 
lo, ſhould not be able to direct mens actions lo, 
as thereby all Factions and SeCts, founded tor 
the moſt part either upon Will , or upon the 
Glory of mens Wits and Inventions, ſhould not 
luthciently be repreſled. 

Now, tor the handſome bridling of the fati- 
ons of men, I ſee not that a better way can bc 
taken, than is uſed by the Horſe-Maſter , who 
provideth for the good Government of his Horle, 
Bit, or Brakes, according to the tendernels or 
hardneſs of his Mouth, whereunto he addeth a 
certain and well-taught hand. And like as it is 
very well to be allowed, that none other Bit or 
Brake ſhould be provided for theſe Factious 
Folks, than by the Laws be forced; ſo were it 
meet that any of that kind, be it never ſo ſharp, 
ſhould not be omitted, if the cauſe ſo requireth: 
and this would be executed by a certain and 
well-taught hand 5 for it cannot be, but the 
winking or withdrawing from medling in this 
matter, or the remifs'or looſe handling thereof, 
muſt of neceſſity over-throw in time the wholc 
fruits of all your Labours, and put your ſclvc, 
your Country, and the Queens Majeſty allo, in 
peril, (whom O Lord preſerve!) which being

And this 1s all that at this ime I have to lay. 
And therefore, here to make an end, her Maje-

But the Houſe ſtill calling upon him to take 
his place of M* Speaker, the before-mentioned 
M: Treaſurer, and M* Comptroller of her Ma. 
ic{ties Houſhold (as may very well be gathered) 
did riſe from their places, and going unto the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Garerave, unto the place where 
he fate, did each of them take him, one by the 
right Arm and the other by the left, and led 
him to the Chair at the upper end of the Houte 
of Commons, and there placed him, where ha- 
ving fate a while covered, he aroſe, and fo ſtand.

But it is true, that the firſt Speaker who 1s di- 
rectly named in Record, was in the Parliament 
Rolls in the Tower de an.51E.3.N.87.The laſt day 
of the Parliament (faith the Records) Sir Th-- 
mas Hungerford Knight, Speaker , declared to 
the Lords, that he had moved the King to Par- 
don all ſuch as were unjuſtly Convicted in the 
Laſt Parliament. And that the King willed him 
to make ſpecial hills for them , which he had 
done fr ſeven. _-c. And therefore it can be no 
Argument, th: he Houſe of Commons had nv 
Speaker, Þ1v7c the 51 year of E. 3. becaulc

Neither is there a word ot | 
it any Record of E. 3. which have the Speeches 
at large, touching the Caule of Summons; molt 
of them concluding with a Charge to the Com- 
mons, to conlider and advite thereof among(t 
themſelves; but nothing touching the Elc&ion 
of their Speaker: yet out of doubt they did 
firſt chufe their Speaker, before they centred into 
any Debate of their Charge. 

The firſt Charge to chulſe thar Speaker 1s 1n 
an. 2 H. 4. and yet it is omitted again in the Par- 
lament 7 @& 8 H. 4. but (that only excepted)

and the long uſe hath made it ſo material, that, 
without the Kings Commandment or leave, they

Fes. and 
the Duke of Tork having got a Commiſſion to 
hold and diflolve the Parliament , laboured to 
keep Thorpe in Priſon, whom he mortally hated, 
as being faithful to King Herry 5 and having 
gained his point in the Lords Houſe , afterwards 
the Commons gave up their Speaker ; which was 
no ſooner done , and another Choſen, but the 
Duke, by the Aſſent ofthe Lords and Commons, 
and after Confirmed by Commiſhon from the 
King, was made Protector of the Realm 3 Thorpe 
having paid the Debt, fled to the Kings Party, 
and after was taken at Nottingham Field, from 
thence ſent to Newgate, then to the Marſhalſey, 
and at laſt Beheaded at Haryingay Park in Mid- 
dleſex.

Therefore my Lords, the occaſion 
i, that necellary matters be provided for, pro- 
rounded and ſcanncd , and after agreed upon, 
and ended , which afterwards ſhall remain and 
continue z which matters 1n my Judgment, may 
well be divided mto two parts, One touching 
Religion for the ſetting forth of Gods Honour 
and Glory , and the other concerning Policy, 
for the Common-Wealth, as well for proviſion 
at home, as to provice for the Foreign Enemy 
abroad: Which ſaid matters of Religion , may 
again be divided into two parts 3 for Gods cauſe 
being lincerely weighed, conſidered and follow- 
ed, bringeth forth good ſucceſs in all Atfairs, and 
being not tollowed, but negle&ted, and made 
lizht of, how can any thing proſper, or take good 
cite? And the greater the Perſonagesbe,which 
jo abuſe the ſame, the greater the fault 1s, to the 
damage ot the whole Common-Wealth 3 tor all 
mens Eyes be tixed on thoſe who be in Autho- 
rity ; tor as the Head is, even fo is the Foot 3 and 
aftcr the Superior followeth the Inferior. For as 
Gods Law it (elf is perfect, ſo there is no im- 
pericction therein, but that which cometh of our 
tclvcs, wherein I cangot excule either the ſpiri- 
tualty or laicty. For as the Preachers be not fo 
diligent in their Vocation of Preaching, as they 
ought to be, even fo we of the Lajety be neither 
ſo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as we 
ſhould be. And thirdly, ſome of the Laiety in 
not giving credit unto it, as it ought for tv be 
For as all in Authority ought to be creditcd,and 
their doings taken in the belt part, yet I would 
wiſh the tame (hould continue no longer than 
they co well. 

And wherc at this preſent there 1s great want of 
Viuniters, and ſome of them that be, be much 
ilufhcient 3 which, conſidering the time, are to 
be born withal,not doubting the Circumſpection 
of the Biſhops, 11 well looking to the placing 
of ſuch, which ſhall be appointed hereafter ; 
and thote which be, and will not be reformed, 
to have ſharp puniſhment. For as heretofore the 
Diſcipline of the Church hath not been good, 
and again, that the Miniſters thereof have been 
flothful , even ſo for want of the ſame hath 
iprung two Enormitics 3 the firſt is, that for 
lack thereof, every man liveth as he will, with- 
out fearz And tecondly, many Ceremonies a- 
greed upon, but the right Ornaments thereof, 
are cither left undone, or torgotten. . As in one 
point, tor want of Diſcipline it is that ſo few 
come toService,and the Church ſo unrepleniſhed, 
.notwith(tanding that at the laſt Parliament, a 
Law was made, for good Order to be obſerved 
n the ſame; bur yet as appeareth not Executed. 
Theretore if 1t be too ealie,)ct it be made {harper 
p - . 3 
and it already well, then fee it Executed. For 
| the want of Diſcipline cauſeth obſtinacy, con- 

tempt and growing of Herelie ; therefore bet- 
ter to be winked at and unſpoken, than bruted 
abroad and unperformed : Therefore, in mine 


opinion, the device is good,that in every Dioce 


there be Officers appointed and deviſed, as hath 
been thought good , to fit for redrefs of theſe 
and ſuch like Errors, twice or thrice a Year, till 
the faults be amended. In which well doing, 
the Head-Officers are to be born withal , and 
maintained ; and Laws to be made for the pur. 
poſe: the chief Care of which ſaid former mar. 
ters pertaineth to you, my Lords of the Spiri- 
tualty , wherein you muſt take pains to tray], 
whereunto be Laws to be joined , not only for 
the more perfe&ting of the ſame , but for the 
maintenance, as well of the Heads, as the Mini- 
{ters thereof. 

Now to the ſecond part , of Policy for the 
Common-Wealth 3 for as there be faults for 
want of Diſcipline, ſo are there faults in the im- 
perfection , and want of Execution , which im- 
perfetion muſt be looked unto 3 and want of 
Laws which needeth to be provided for and 
made; and to conlider, if there be not too many 
Laws for one thing, and thoſe ſo large and bu- 
fie, that neither the Commons can underſtand 
the ſame, nor yet well the Lawyer,which would 
be brought into me briefer and better Order, 
and there Executed. For which purpoſe, it 1s 
necc{lary to take care , to have good Miniſters 
thereof , and ſecondly, to baniſh all feartulnels 
for proſecuting the ſame 3 and over and befides, 
that to appoint proved men to inquire of theſe 
Miniſters, whereby they may have the better re- 
gard to their Duty : For, even as the Viſitation 
of the Church is and was well appointed for 
the Church, ſo now ishe like to be appointed for 
the Temporalty.

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now be all Schools, -Benefices , and other like 
Rooms furniſhed, and yet thoſe for Schools ſo 
few. that I dare ſay a hundred Schools want in 
Ergland, which before this time have been. And 
if in every School there had been but an hundred 
Scholars , yet that had been ten thouſand 3 ſo 
that now I doubt whether there be ſo many 
learned men in Erglard, as the number wants of 
thele Scholars. 

The ſecond Monſter 1s her Daughter Igno- 
rance ; for want of ten thouſand Scholars, which 
theſe Schools were the bringers up of, and want 
of good School-maſters , bringeth Ignorance ; 
but the occaſion of theſe two Monſters, 1s for 
want of Livings and Preferments; tor Covetoul- 
nels hath gotten the Livings, as by Impropriat1- 
ons, which is a decay oft Learning. For by it 
the Tree of knowledge groweth downwards, 
and not upwards, as it was firſt meant, and 
made forz and groweth thereby greatly to the 
diſhonour both of God and this Common- 
Wealth. The Univerſities a:e decayed, and 


great Market Towns, and others without either | 
School or Preacher ; for the poor Vicar hath but | 
only twenty pound, and the reſt, being no {mall | 
ſumm, is [Impropriate 3 and lo thereby no Preacher 


there, but the people being trained up and led 
in Blindneſs, for want of inſtructions, become ob- 
{tinate. And thereforc to ſee to it, and that Im- 
propriations may be redreticd, notwithſtanding 
the Laws already madc. 

The third Monltcr »» Error, a Serpent with 
many Heads, many cvil opinions, and much 
evil Life, as Pclagians, Libertines, Papiſts, and 
ſuch others, leaving Gods Commandments,to fol- 
low their own Traditions, attc&tions and minds. 
Bur if the Papiſt be, as indeed he 1s, 1n error, Ict 
us ſeek the redreſs thereot 3 for that the poor 
and ignorant be thereby abuſed. Until which 
redreſs be had, you nor your Realm, neither at 
home nor abroad. ſhall ever be well ſerved ot 


ſuch people, which be ſo divided ; and therctore | 


ſpecdily look to it , and weed out this wicked- 


neſs and error within theſe our days, which 1s | 


too much known now adays; for if your Godly 
Proclamations were not ſo ſoon torgotten, they 
would be amended. In the Country I heard tcl, 
but ſince I came hither, walking 1n the (treets, 1 
have heard oftentimes more Oaths than words, 
a pitiful hearing ! for if the Egyptians, by whoſe 
Laws the people loſt their hands,and amonglt the 
Barbarians loſt their Lives, for ſwearing, and c(: 
pecially if it were a lic; if it were fo punithed 
among(t them, being lntidels, what, (hall there 
be no puniſhment amongſt us being Chriſtians ? 


Is truth further from us profeſling the name of 


Chriſt, and being Chriſtians, than trom them be- 
Ing Infidels? But even as Tantalys was Plagued, 
lo are we 3 for although he had Apples even 
hanging at his Mouth, yet could he not eat any 
of them, and having a River of Water even as 
It were running by his Lips, yet could he not 
drink, but died for hunger and thirſt : even fo 


are we Plagued ; for having Gods word, and his 
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name cven in our Mouths, yet we live as Infi- 
dels, or as them that are furtheſt from the ſame, 
and fo having cnough, there is ſcarcity. And

Now for the Anſwering of them, her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me to ſay , That for the fir; 
part ſhe commendeth much thoſe Godly Virtue 
that you to be 1n her, and alſo thoſe 
beautiful budding benefits which you declared to 
come from her, and doubteth not the rather by 
this your remembring of them, but they ſhall be 
on her part hereafter performed , for which ſhe 
thanketh you, thinking all things well beſtowed, 
when they are well remembred. 

In the ſecond part you declare certain Mon- 
ſters, which trouble this Region, and would be 
redrelleds the Remedy whereof you declared in 
your third part , wherein ſhe defireth you to 
travel for the bringing of it to paſs.

For the ſecond , that if you miſtake their 
meanings, that they may notwithſtanding re- 
dreſs the ſame, without prejudice to them 3 this 
alſo ſhe granteth, although unneedful, for that 
ſhe truſteth you will not offend therein z And 
for the third , to have free Speech ſhe granteth 
alſo, fo that it be reverently uſed. 

And to the laſt point, for them and theirs to 
be free, withour diſturbance , ſhe is pleaſed 
therewith z howbeit great regard would be 
therein had, not thereby to avoid or delay ther

| Now a word or two more, I would adviſc 
you, to make your Laws as few, and as plain as

99, and though he had abſtained a 
while about this time from the Upper Houſe, 
by reaſon of his infirmity of, the Gout , yet he 
was now in the way of amendment and reco-

themſelves for divers reſpe&ts greatly bound to | 
make theſe Petitions 3 as fir{t by their Duty to | 
God, then by their Allegiance to your Highneſs, ! 
and laſtly, by the Faith they ought to bear to 
their natural Country. | | 
And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign, by theſe 
Bonds they ſhould have been bound to make | 
the like Petition upon like occalion to any 
Prince, that it (ſhould have pleaſed God to have 
appointed to Reign over them 3 ſo they think 
themſclves doubly bound to make the fame to 
your Majeſty, conſidering that belides the Bond 
before-mentioned , they itand alſo bound fo to 
do, by the great and manifold benefits they have 
and do receive daily at your Highneſs hands 3 
which, ſhortly to ſpeak, be as great as the Fruits 
of Peace, common quiet and Juſtice can give 3 
and this with great care and charge to your Self. 
And thus, my Lords diverſly bound , as your 
Majeſty hath heard, are now to open to your 
Highneſs their humble Petitions and Suits, con- 
liſting in two points chiefly;whichnot ſundrily,or 
the one without the other, but both jointly they 
defire your Highneſs to aflent to 3 The Former 
Es, that it would pleaſe your Majeſty to diſpule 


| as much 
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your ſelf to Marry , where u: (hall picaſc you, 
with whom it ſhall pleaſe you, and as ſoon as 
it ſhall pleaſe you. The ſecond, that ſome ſuch 
limitation might be made , how the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm ſhould remain, if God 
call your Highnets without Heirs of your Bod 
(which our Lord defend) fo as theſe Lords and 
Nobles, and other your Subjects then living 
might ſufficiently underſtand, to whom the 
ſhould owe their Allegiance and Duty due to be 
done by Subjc&s, and that they might by your 
Vajelties Licence, and with your Favour treat 
and confer together this Parliament time, for 
the well-doing of this. The former of theſe two, 
which is your Marriage, they do in their hearts 
moſt earneſtly wiſh, and pray , as a thing that 
muſt needs breed and bring great and fingular 
comfort to your Self, and unſpeakable joy and 
glacinels to all true Engliſh Hearts. But the fe- 
cond carricth with it fuch neceflity, that with- 
out it they cannot ſce how the fatety of your 
Royal Perfon, the preſervation of your Impe- 
rial Crown and Realm, ſhall be, or can be ſuf- 
fictently and certainly provided tor. 

Moſt Gracious and Soveraign Lady , The La- 
mentable and pitiful Eitate andCondition, where- 
17 all your Nobles and Councellors of late were, 
when it pleas'd God to lay his heavy hand upon 
you, and the amazedneſs that molt men of un- 
der{tanding were by the Fruit of that Sickneſs 
brought into, is one cauſe of this their Petition 3 
The ſecond the aptnels and opportunity of the 
time, by reaſon of this Parliament , whereby 
both ſuch advice, conſideration and conſent, as 
15 requiſite in ſo great ani weighty a cauſe, may 
be better heard and uſed, than at any other 
time, when no Parliament is. The third, for that 
the aflenting and performing oft theſe Petitions, 
cannot as they think but brecd great terror to 
our Enemics, and therefore mult of neceſſity 
bring great ſurcty to your Perſon, and cfpectally 
by addition of fuch Laws, as may be joined with 
this limitation-for the certain and ſure obſerving 


| of it, and preſerving of your Majelty againſt 


all praCtices and chances. The fourth Caule, for 
that the like (as it is ſuppoſed) hath been done 
by divers of your Noble Progenitors, both of 
old time and of late days 3 and allo by other 
Princes your Neighbours of the greatelt Eſtate 
in Europe, and for that Experience hath taught, 
that good hath come of it. The fifth, for that 
it appeareth by Hiſtories, how that in times paſt, 
perſons Inheritable to Crowns being Votaries 
and Religious, to avoid ſuch dangers as might 
have hapned for want of Succeſſion to King- 
doms, have left their Vows and Monaſteries, and 
taken themſelves to Marriage , as Conſtantia a 
Nun, Heir to the Kingdom of Sicily , Married 
after fifty Years of Age, to Henry the Sixth Em- 
perour of that name , and had [flue Frederick 
the Second. And likewiſe Peter of Aragon, be- 
ing a Monk, Married, the better to eſtabliſh and 
pacify that Kingdom. Again, Artonins Pins 1s 
commended, for that not two days be- 

P fore 
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fore his Death, he ſaid to his Council, Leto ant 
wo morior, quoniam filium vobis relinquo. Pyrrhus 
is of all Godly men deteſted , for ſaying he 
would leave his Realm to him that had the 
ſbarpeſt Sword. What but want of a Succeſſor 
known, made an end of ſo great an Empire as 
Alexander the Great did leave at his Death? The 
fixth cauſe is, for that my Lords do judge the 

rforming of this will breed ſuch an unwerfal 
gladneſsin the Hearts of all your true and loving 
Subjedts, that likely and probably you ſhall find 
them in all Commandments ready and glad to 
adventure their Goods, Lands and Lives in your 
Service , according to their bounden Duries, 
which of neceſſity muſt breed great ſurety alſo 
to your Mafelty. 

The ſeventh cauſe, becauſe the not doing of 
this (if God ſhould call your Highneſs without 
Heir of your Body (which God grant never be 
ſeen, if it be his Will) and yet your Mafeſty 
right well knoweth, that Princes and their Off- 
ſpring, be they never ſo great, never ſo ſtrong, 
never ſo like to live, be yet Mortal, and ſubj 
every day, yea every hour to Gods Call) my 
Lords think, this __— and no limitation 
made, cannot, by their Judgments, but be the 
occaſion of every evident and great danger and 
peril to all Eſtates and forts of men of this Realm, 
by the FaCtions, Seditions and Inteſtine War, that 
will grow through want of underſtanding to 
whom they ſhould yield Allegiance and Duty ; 
whereby much innocent blood 1s like to be ſhed, 
and many of thoſe to loſe their Lives, that 
now would gladly beſtow them for your ſake, 
m your Majeſties Service. The eighth, for that 
the not performing of this, the other happening, 
doth leave the Realm without Government, 
which is the greateſt danger than can happen to 
any Kingdom. For every Prince is an1ma Legis, 
and fo reputed in Law 3 and therefore upon the 
Death of Princes the Law dycth 3 all the Offices 
of Juſtice, whereby the Laws are to be Exccu. 
ted, do ceaſe ; all Writs and Commandments to 
call parties to the Execution of Juſtice, do hang 
in ſuſpence; all Commiſtions for the Peace and 
for the puniſhment of Offendors do determine, 
and loſe their forcez whereby it followeth con- 
ſequently , that Strength and Will muſt Rule, 
and neither Law nor Reaſon, during ſuch a Va- 
cation and zzter-Reign 5 wherein ſuch an incer- 
tainty ofSucceſhon is like to laſt ſo long,as it is to 
be feared (if Gods mercy be not the greater) 
that thereby we may become a prey to Strangers 
(which our Lord defend) or at leaſt loſe the 
great honour and eſtimation that long time hath 
pertained to us. 

And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign , my 
Lords have been moved for the Worldly reſi 
aforeſaid, to make theſe their humble Petitions 
to your Mafelty, ſo by the Examples,

And as this is a bleſſing in private Houſes,  ®., 
is it much more in Kingdors, as it plainly ay. © 
peareth by the two Kingdoms of Iſrael! and Je 
dah.Unto the Kingdom of Judah,containing by | 
two Tribes or thereabouts, God gave Linez| ! 
Succeſſion by Deſcent of Kings 3 and therefore jt 
continued a long time. The Kingdom of 1 
containing ten Tribes or thereabouts, often de. 
ſtitute of lawful Heirs, the one half of the 
- following the one , and the other half fv. 

owing the other , by Wars and Seditions being 
weakned, came ſoon to ruine, as plainly appear- 
eth by the third and fourth Book of K ings. 

And again in the time of the Judges, becauſe 
there was no ordinary Succeſſion , the people 
were often-times overcome , and carried into 
Captivity. Beſides, it is plain by the Scriptures, 
that Godly Governors and Princes (as Father, 
of their Countries) have always been careful to 
avoid the great evil that might enſue, through 
want of limitation of Succeſſion, therefore Moſer + 
did enjoin Foſhna to be his Succeſſor, and David © 
his Son Solomor, whereby a Sedition was apper- 
ſed, begotten by Adonijah; of this there be many 
Examples. 

Further, ſceing it may be eaſily gathered by 
Experience of all Ages paſt, that Civil Wars, ct- 
fuſion of Chriſtian Blood, and conſequently ru- 
ines of Kingdoms, do follow, where Realms be 
left without a certainty of Succeflion 3 and your 
Magelty is alſo informed of the ſame, and ſued 
unto for redreſs; if therefore now no ſufficient | 
remedy ſhould be by your Highneſs provided, 
that then it ſhould be a dangerous burthen be- 
fore God to your Majeſty, and you were to 
yield a ſtrict account to God for the ſame  con- 
lidering you are placed, as the Prophet Ezechie! 
laith, z» Altiſimo ſpeculo of this Common-Wealth, 
and ſee the Sword coming , and provide no rc- 
medy for the defence of it. Laſtly, The Spirit 
of God pronounceth by the Mouth of S* Paul 
to Timothy, that whoſvever maketh no due Pro 
viſion for his Family, is in very great danger to 
Godward ; and allo by the Mouth of S* Jobr, 
that whoſoever ſeeth but one Brother in necel- 
fity , and doth ſhut up the Bowels of Pity and 
Compaſſion from him, hath not the Love of 
God remaining in him whereby it is plain and 
manifeſt, how fearful a-thing it were , if this 
whole Realm containing fo many Families, Were 


| not in a perillous Caſe upon their Suit provided 


for; 
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for; or if the Bowels of Mercy ſhould be ſhut 
up from ſo many thouſands, which every way 


were like to fall into moſt extream miſeries , it 


God ſhould call your Highneſs without certainty 
of Succeſſion; which we pray toGod may never 
happen. 

Moſt Excellent Princeſs,the places of Scriptures 
containing the ſaid threatnings be ſet forth with 
more ſharp 'words, than be here expreſſed. Thus, 
molt Gracious Soveraign, your Lords and No- 
bles, both Spiritual and Temporal, have as brietly 
as they can, firſt ſhewed to your Majeſty , how 
diverſly they take themſclves bound , to make 
theſe their humble Petitions unto you : And 
then, what their Petitions be 3 And after that, 
what reaſons for Worldly reſpects, and what by 
the Scriptures and for Conſcience ſake , have 
moved them thus to do; which here upon their 
Knees, according to their bounden Duty, they 
moſt humbly and earneſtly pray your Majeſty to

eſt and moſt precious Treaſure that can be in this 
World : for that either doth, or ſhould benefit 
us in the beſt degree 3 to wit, our Minds and 
Souls; and look how much our Souls excel our 
Bodies, ſo much muſt needs the benchts of our 
Souls excel the benefits of our Bodies 5 whereby 
allo, as by a necetlary conſequent, we are deh- 
vercd, and made free from the Bondage of the 
Roman Tyranny  thereforethis 1s to be thought 
of us the moſt principal benefit. 

The ſecond 1s the ineſtimable benefit of Peace 
during the time of ten whole years together, and 
more ; and what is Peace? 1s it not the richeſt 
and moſt wiſhed for Ornament that pertains to 
any publick Weal ? Is not Peace the mark and 
end that all good Governments diret their aCti- 
ons unto ? Nay, i there any benefit, be it ne-

benefit of Peace could have been from time t, 
time thus long conſerved and conferred upon ys 
had not the mind , affe&tion and love, that Our 
Soveraign bears towards us her Subjects , bred

If no offence were 
hcr Majeſties Wiſdom in Governing was the 
more to be wondred at ; and it offences were, 
then her Majeſties Clemency and Mercy the 
more to be commended. Mzſericordia ejus ſuper 
ommia opera ejus. Beſides, like as it hath pleale 
God ten years and more, by the Miniſtry of ou 
ſaid Soveraign , to bleſs this Realm with thok 
two incſtimable benctits of Peace and Clemency, 
lo there 1s no cauſe but the ſame might by God; 
Grace have continued twenty Years longer, 
without intermiſhon , had not the Raging Rc- 
maniſt Rebels entertained the matter. And here

then with the more difficulty might ſuch extra- 
ordinary aid be aflented unto, and yet of necel- 
ſity to be had, to withſtand a greater neceſltty. 
It hath been uſed in times paſt, that Princes plea- 
ſures and delights have been commonly followed 
in matters of Charge, as things of neccility. And | 
now, becauſe, God be praited, the relieving of 
the Realms neceſſity 1s become the Princes Plea- 
ſure and Delight, a noble Converlion (God con- 
tnue it, and make us as we ought to be, earn- 
eſtly thankful for it!) A Princely Example ſhew- 
cd by a Soveraign for Subjects to follow. To de- 
ſcend in ſome particulars: What need I to remem- 
ber unto you, how the gorgeous, ſumptuous, 
ſuperfluous Buildings of time paſt be tor the 
Realms good, by her Majeſty in this time turne!

not obtain of the Commons (who had Ele 
him to be their Speaker) for ſuch cauſes, a5 bf 
had alledged, to be diburthened of that place, 
that ſo ſome other more fir and able might Þ* 


choſen, that yet her Highneſs would vouchſaf

the (aid Journal-Book 1n reſpect of their ſevera) | 
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to have conſideration of the greatneſs of the 
Service, and therefore to require them ettſoons 
to return to the Houſe, and to make a new 
Choice. To which his Petition, the Lord Keeper, 
by her Majeſties Commandment, Anlwered and 
laid. | 


That as well for that her Highneſs had under- 
ſtood of him, as for that the Commons had cho- 
ſen him, his Requeſt could not be granted. 


Whereupon the ſaid Speaker being allowed, 
he defired to be heard to fay ſomewhat concern- 
ing the orderly Government of a Common- 
Weal, which to be duly done, he laid , there 
were three things requiſite, Religion, Authority, 
and Laws. By Religion, he ſaid, we do not 
only know God aright , but alſo how to Obey 
the King or Queen, whom God {hall allign tv 
Reign over us and that, not in Temporal Cau- 
ſes, but in Spiritual or Ecclchattical 3 m which 
wholly her Majelties Power 1s abſolute. And 
leaving all proots of Divinity to the Biſhops, and 
Fathers (as he ſaid he would) he provd the 
ſame by the practice of Princes within thtz Realm;

In the Reports of the Law, we find 
that an Excommunication of a certain perfon 
came from the Pope under his Leaden Bull ; and 
was ſhewed m abatement of an Action brought 
at the Common Law ; which, belides that it was 
of no force, the Kiny and Judges were of Mind, 
that he who brought it, had deferved Death, (© 
to preſume on any Foreign Authority 3 which 
Authority being now by Go«ls Grace , and het 
Highneſs means, aboliſhed, and the freedom of 
Conſciences, and the truth of Gods word elta- 
bliſhed 3 we therefore ought greatly to thank 
God and her. 

For Authority , or the Sword, whereby the 
Common-Wealth is ſtayed , three things he ſaid 
are requiſite 3 Men, Armour and Money. For 
Men, their good wills he ſaid were moſt, being 
of it (cl a ſtrong Fortreſs. For Armor, the ne- 
cellity he ſhewed in part, and how requiſite Trea- 
fure was, he a little declared. And concluded,

that all three mult be conjoined Men, Armour 
and Mony. 

Laltly for Laws, the third ſtay of the Com- 
mon- Wealth; he ſa1d there mult be cont:iderr- 
non 1n making them , and care in Executing of 
them 3 in making ſuch, as by the providing for 
one part of the Common-Wealth, the re(t ſhould 
not be hindred, which were indeed a mitter 
molt pernicious; and this he vouched out of Pluto 
Ae leerbns. For Execution, he ſaid, that ſince the 
Law of it (elf 1s but Viute, (et in Paper, not able 
ro do ought, the Magi{trate (except he will be 
allo Mute ) mult be the Doer, and then is a good 
Law {aid to be well made, when it is well Exe- 
cuted 5 for aim: levts eſt exccutts. 

Hereupon he ſaid fomething in commendation 
of her Majeſty , who had given tree courle to 
her Laws, not ſending or requiring the (tay of 
Juſtice, by her Letters or Privy-Seals, as here- 
tofore ſometime hath been by her Progemitors 
uſe], Neither hath ſhe pardone any , without 
the advice of ſuch, before whom the Ottendors 
have been Arraigned,and the Cauſe heard.

For thc 
ſecond , he ſaid, at time convenent, her Plea- 
fure was, they ſhould come freely. Touching 
the third part, he ſai, ſhe could not imagine 
that among fo many wile men it could happen 3 
but if it ſhould, her Grace would be content to 
remit it. The fourth was ſuch, that her Majeſty 
having Experience of late of ſome dilorder, and 
certain Offences , which though they were not 
puniſhed , yet were they Otfences ſtill , and 
ſo muſt be accompted 3 thercforz ſaid , they 
ſhould do well to med4le with no matters of 
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State, but ſuch as ſhould be propounded unto 
them, and to occupy themſelves in other mat-

Were it poſſible, trow you, that it Julti- 
ces being difperſed through the whole Realm, as 
they be, did carefully and diligently endeavour 
themlclves, according to the Truſt committed 
unto them, by their Sovcraign, duly and truly 
to Execute their Charge , as they be bound by 
their Oath to God, and by their Allegiance to 
their Soveraign, and by Duty to their natural 
Country, and rightly conſidered , by the love 


they (hould bear to thcumtclves and their Polte- 


rity (for if their Country do not well, they (hall 
fare but illfavouredly) were it poflible, I tay, if 
this were ſo done, that Laws ſhould be thus re- 
milly and negligently Executed 2 No, doubtlch. 
Is it noc (trow you) a monſtrous diſguiling, to 
have a Juſtice a Maintainer 3 to have him that 
ſhould by his Oath and Duty fet forth Juſtice 
and Right , againſt his Oath offer Injury and 
Wrong; to have him that is ſpecially Choſen 
amongſt a number by a Prince to appeaſe all 
Brawlings and Controverſics, to be a Sower and 
Maintainer of Strife and Sedition , by ſwaying 
and leading of Juries according to his will 3 ac- 
quitting ſome for gain, Indifting others for Ma- 
lice, bearing with them, as his Servant or Friend, 
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over-throwing others as his Enemy ; procuring 
the Queltmonger to be of his Livery, or othcr- 
wile in his danger 3 that his winks, frownings 
and Countenances may direct all Inquelts ? Surc- 
ly, ſurely, theſe be they that be Subverters of all 
good Laws and Orders; yea, that make daily 
the Laws, which of their nature be good, to be- 
come Inſtruments of all Injuries and VMiſchict; 
theſe be they indeed of whom ſuch Examples 
would be made, as of the Founders and Nain- 
taincrs of all Enormitics 3 and thele be thole, 
whom, it you cannot retorm tor their greatnek, 
you ought to complain of then 3 and like as this 
1s not {aid of thole that be Good, lo 15 this and 
much more to be ſaid and done againſt thoſe that 
be Evil.

what 1s the remedy ? to make all Laws pretently

The firſt is having great Care in the choice of 
the Officers. The tecond by tharp Corrections 


impoſed upon ſuch Offenders. There ſhould bc 


throughout theRealm a Tricnnial or Biennial Vi- 
(tation in this nature, made of all Temporal Ot- 
hcers, and Miniſters, that by Vertue of their Ot- 
fice have in Charge to fee Execution of Laws. 
By this, I mean, that the Queens Majclty ſhould 
make choice every {ccond or third year, of cer- 
tain expert and approved pertons,to whom Com- 


' miſſion ſhould be granted, to try out and cxa- 


mine by all good means and ways the oftences of 


the Laws, and according to the ottences to tound 
and certified , to be ſharply pumthed withour 
Omiſtion or Redemption. 

Of ctfe& like unto this, and to the like end, 
was the Viſitation of the Church tilt devited, 
whereof came m the beginning great goo 
doubtlcts 3 and rcaton 1 fee none , but that a 
like good ought to tollow upon a like Vitnation 
made amongſt Femporal Officers. Now to lin 
out the faults feemeth not hard , tor among|t 
many other ways, there 15 one plain, evident and 
calicz and that 1s where offences do abound mn 
auy Country, contrary to the Laws, which the 
Juſtices ſhouls fo retorm, and there be nothing 
done by them tor the Reformation of thoic ot- 
fences 3 I do not fee but this makes a tull charge 
of their uncarcfulticls and negligence, whereby 
they are well worthy, upon Certificate made, as 
is atorcſaid, to be remove of all Governance, to 
their perpetual ignominy, and to the Commen- 
dation of all thoſe that remaia as good Oth- 
CCrs. 

And beſides, to ſet torth other pains upon 
them, as by Law may be juſtified ; 1t this were 
once or twice done, 1 doubt not but the Exam- 
ples following of the doing of it would caulc 
greater diligence to be uſed in the Exccution ©: 
Laws, than now therc is. And the better to un- 
derſtand which be thoſe Juſtices that do often, 
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The Journal of the Houſe of Lords, &c. 


why might there not be order taken, that the 
rame of every ms that hath not proſecuted 
any Offender, for any offence committed con- 
trary toany Law, which by the Commiſſion that 
he is in, he is authorized to ſee puniſhed, might 
be cntred into ſome Rolls; and alſo how often, 
and how many of thoſe kind of offences he hath 
alſo proſecuted for a declaration of his diligence, 
whereby it might appear when ſuch Viſitation 
ſhould come, who hath been careful, and who 
hath been negligent , to the end that the ſloth- 
ful, drowzy Drones, might be ſevered from the 
diligent and caretul Bees. And like as | could 
wiſh this to be done concerning Offices of mean 
degree ; ſo do I defire that the fame courſe 
might be taken with the great and greateſt ; 
for ſo it ſhould be Equablc. But if there be 
nothing done therein , but things left as' they 
have been, then muſt you look to have your 
Laws Executed as they have bcen , it not 
worſe; for words will not reform theſe matters, 
as [| have ſeen by proof. And this 15 the ſum of 
what I have to ſay at this time , concerning the 
Execution of Laws.

forward, and the Over-runners, ſuch as over-run, 
and exceed the rule of the Law, reduced to a 
certainty, he thought it Oper pretium, to be 
occupied therein z for which purpoſe he ſaid, the 
Profeſlors of the Goſpel in other Nations, had 
writ and publiſhed to the World the Confeſſion 
of their Faith, as did thoſe of Strasbxrgh and 
Fraxck ford, &c. for which purpoſe allo great 
Learned men in this Realm had travelled, ® 
Peter Martyr, Paulus Fagins, and others, whoſe 
works hereupon were Extant. 
| And before this time an offer thereof was made 

in Parliament, that it might be approved 3 but 
either the (lackneſs or ſomewhat elle of ſome men 
in that time, was the lett thereof,or what clſc, 8 


laid, he would not ſay. This Book, he laid we 
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{ted in the Cuſtody of M* Nortor, as he gueſled,

nemies might, flunder us; tt being a Reformation 
not contrariant , but direaly purſuant to our 
Profeſſion, that is, to have a!l things brought to 
the purity of the Primitive Church, and inſtitu- 
tion of Chriſt. He ſpake at large of the abuſes 
of the Church ot Erg/and, and of the Church- 
men; as firſt, that known Papiſts are admitted 
to have Ecclehaſtical Government, and great 
Livings 3 that Godly, honeſt and Learned Pro- 
teſtants, have Itle or nothing 3 That Boyes are 
diſpenſed with to have ſpiritual Promotions ; 
That by Friendſmpp with the Maſter of the Fa- 
culties, either unable men are qualified, or ſome 
one man allowed to have too many leveral Li- 
vings 3 Finally, he concluded with Petition, 
that by Authority of the Houſe, ſome conveni- 
ent number of them might be aſſigned, to have 
Conference with the Lords of the Spiritualty, for 
conſideration and reformation of the matters by 
him remembred. Vide Apr. 26. Tueſday poſtea. 
M* Norton, a man wiſe, bold and Eloquent,

M* Cheeke 3 whereupon he laid, that confidera- 
tion had been, and ſome travel beſtowed by M* 
Fox of late, and that there was a Book newly 
Printed, to be offered to that Houſez which he 
did then and there, preſently ſhew forth. And 
tor the reſt of M* Stricklords Motions, he ſaid he 
was of his mind, chiefly for the avoiding and 
lupprefling of Simoniacal Ingrokments.

this preſent Journal, now follow other palluges 
of this day out of the ſame. 

The Bill concerning coming to the Church,and 
receiving the Communion, was read the ſecond 
time 3 and thereupon Sir 1homas Smith ſpeak- 
ing for the maintenance thereof, argued 3 and 


in part wiſhed the Biſhops to have conſideration 
thereof. 


After whom M* Fleetwood moved, that the 
penalty of that Statute ſhould not go to Promo- 
ters, and faid it was a device but of late brought 
in, in the rime ot King He»ry the Eighth, the 
firſt year of his Reign, and ſhewed the Evils and 
inconvemences that did grow by theſe mens do- 
iogs 3 whercin no reformation was fought, but 
private gain to the moſt of men. He aid allo, 
that matter of going to the Church, or for the 
ſervice of God, did directly appertain to that 
Court ; and that we all have as well learned 
this Letlon, that there is a God, who is to be 
ſ{crved, as have the Biſhops. And thereupon he 
undertook to prove by the old Laws, vouched 
from King Edg.r, that the Princes in their Par- 
laments have made Ecclcltaltical Conſtitutions ; 
as theſe; That if any Servant thall work upon 
the Sabbath day by the Commandment oft his 
Maſter, he thould be free 3 it ot himſelf , he 
ſhould be whipped 3 if a Freeman (ſhould work, 
he ſhould be bound,or gricvoully amerced. Then 
he concluded upon requeſt , that it might be 
committed to lome of the Houſe, without the 
Biſhops, who perhaps would be flow. _ 

Sir Owen Hopton moved very orderly , that 
the Preſentation of ſuch defaults ſhould not only 
depend upon the relation of the Church War- 
dens , who being for the molt part fimple. and 
mean men, and tearing to offend, would rather 
incur danger of Perjury, than diſpleate fome of 
their Neighbours 3 he ſhewed tor proot, Expe- 
rience. 

It may be gathered by theſe foregoing Speeches 
tranſcribed out of that Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal , that M" Fleetwood moved 
to have this Bill referred to Commurteesz but 
their names being there omitted, are therefore 
wholly tranſcribed out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, in manner and 
form following 3 viz.

He laid, tor working 
of great matters great t1nic 15 required 3 and ſuch 
a miſchief, as to overthrow a Crown 18 not 1n a 
day compatled 5 ail! therefore what hereatter 
is thought, or meant to be Execute, 1s already 
begun , compalled and deviled. Iime mult 
theretore be taken, and therefore 1n time, and 
at all times 1t 1s to be prevented. 

Where it is ſaid , the like hath not been ſcen, 
and a Miracle made of it, as it there were ne- 
ver former Preſidents ever feen of the like, or 
ever heard of before. It 1s no longer lince 
than in Queen Maries time , when to the Par- 
liament it was ſuggcſted , that the Congrega- 
tions in the City of London Atlembled , did 
ule this kind of Praycr to God, either to con- 
vert her, or confound her. Whereupon it was 
Enacted, that every perſon who ſo, and in 
ſuch ſort, had prayed, or who fo after ſhould 
pray , ſhould be taken for a Traytor. The 
Caſe of Bennet Smith is not fo ſtrange , nor lo 
long ſince, but it may be remembred , his tran(- 
gretiion was not ſuch, nor ſo to be adjudged at 
the time of the offence perpetrated, as it was 
atterwardsz yet by Authority of Parliament the 
oftence precedent was from the old nature alter-

Sir Francis Knolles (ſhewed, that he could not 
utterly difhike the conjuining of the Additions, 
ſith that they riſe all ot one ground,and that they 
both are good and charitable 5 whercot he ac- 
knowledged her Highnels to have Intelligence, 
and the caule already to have been in Conference 
by her Councel. And for the word (hath) he 


ſaith it contained no ſuch abſurdity , but with 


good zeal it might be maintained. And there- 
tore ſuch vehemency and ſharpneſs of Speech, he 
ſaid was more than requiſite, yea more than con- 
venient.

E- 
ven as of Thieves did the Greciars judge of 
them. To the pain of the Conſtables for their 
remils dealings , he wiſhed might be conjoined 
Impriſonment.

Mr Fleetwood endeavoured to prove, that all 
ſuch (Giniſter, falſe, fraudulent or covenous deal- 
ings being opencd 1m that place, albeit that the 
party pray not redreſs, yet being made apparent 
to that High Court , ought not to be preter- 
mitted without due conſideration and convenient 
puniſhment to be by the Houle aſſigned, and the 
party to be brought to theBarot that Houſe; for 
proof thercot, he ſhewed in the time of King 
Henry the Fourth , that the abuling of one of 
that Honſe, coming home ito his Country, for 
what he had done or ſpoken m the Houſe, was 
afterwards adjudged of in that place, and a Law 
preſently made for what beiore was not thought 
upon 3 the like he ſhewed to be done in Herry 
the Eighth his time, concerning an Excommu- 
nication had at Serjeants- [n, &c. He allo remem- 
bred a Preſident of one Joh» Rue, who for that 
he meaning to have deceived a Merchant of 
London mn fale of certain ſums of money due 
unto him, to be paid out of the Exchequer, as 
he pretended, whereas in truth the money was 
before received by him who fold the Debt ; 
Judgment was given for the tubtilty of the lots 


of his goods, the profit ot his Lands, and per- | 


petual Impriſonment : For every Conſpiracy, the 
Judgment 1s by Law (faid he) villanous, even 
as 1n the Cale of Attaint, to have the Houſes 
turned up, the Meadows Eared, &:. He ſhewed 
allo, that 1n the time of Edward the Third, one 
meaning to caule the price of Wooll to fall, gave 
out that there was likelihood of Wars to be be- 
tween the King of Ergland, and the King of 
Denmark, by which means the Trafftick of the 
Staple was like to be ſtayed : Whercupon it was 
preſently ordained, that he ſhould be baniſhed, 
though for that purpoſe there were no Law 
before. 

After this Speech, as it ſhould ſeem, Commit- 
tees were appointed tor this Bill ; whoſe names 
being not found in the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, out of which the preceeding Speeches 
are tranſcribed 3 they are therefore ſupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book it (elf of the Houſe 
of Commons, and were as followeth 3 viz. Sir 
John Thinne, M* Stokes, M* Bell, MW Fleetwood

After which Arguments it was upon the que- 
ſtion agreed, That a Petition ſhould be made by 
this Houſe unto the Queens Majeſty, for her Li- 
cence and privity to proceed in this Bill, before 
it be any further dealt in.

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of his Commons z nor can paint you out the 
monſtrous Garments of the common People 1n 
{ome parts ot Crorm 729, Or the mangled Com- 
mon-Wealth of the Allies, or ſhadows of the 
great Cirics, which now arc to be ſeen 1n Italy ; 
furcly all thoſe men, except they know ailo our 
own homes, arc not to be truſted to conclude 
for our own Home-Afﬀairs. Doubtlels the beſt 
Icarncd for matters of Commodity to be raiſed, 
'or to be wrought in his own Country, may hap- 
pily give place tg his Own Neighbours , even as 
wicly and learncily a Gentleman faid of late, 
In every Commitment, according to the matter, 
there muſt be a Declaration of men, as tor Mer- 
chaiiuize the Merchant and fo forth: Onicuigs in 
(4 arte prrito credendun, we hold tor a Maxime. 
/.nd I man this wholly to no other end, but {1nce 
we deal univert.lly for all forts and all places,that 
there be here of all ſorts, and all Countries, and 
no: . lecing you hit ſo to term it) thus to eaſe 
them ot Towns and Boroughs, that they may 
c1.{c at liberty whom they lilt 3 yet can I hard- 
ly call that a Liberty which 1s contrary to that 
which the King and the Queen commonly grant- 
cth as a free gift, and by theſe words, Et de 1a- 
jort eratia mei,&c. dedinms poteſtatem,$&c. quod de 
ſe p#is eligant duos Burgenſes, or duos Civesz, we 
take it more for a man to have of his own, than 
to have (by any mans diſcretion.) of another. 

It hath been of late oft and well ſaid , that to 
nominate another to a Renefice 1s nothing worth 
in value, but if it be, that a man may take the 
benefit himſelf, that 1s both valuable and eſti- 
mable: that cannot hurt, that is ever good for 
me, if 1t be ever tied in neareſt fort unto me ; 
and for this reaſon we ſay in Law, that the Eſtate 
1ail, which mult continue in our own Blood, is 
better than the Eſtate in Fee ſimple, which may 


| be got further from us, and is to be given to 


Strangers at pleaſure 3 miſchiefs and inconveni- 
ences there may grow by this Liberty 5 but a 
milchicf 1t may be to me, and inconvenient alſo 
to utter the ſame : I will not ſpeak thereof but 
dutifully, neither dol ſee any thing that is amils 
at this preſent 3 what was done a hundred years 
lince, I may ately tell, and thus it was. 

A Duke of this Realm wrote his Letters to a 
City; which I know, to this cffe&t 3 whereby he 
did ſignify, that a Parliament was vo be Sum- 
moned 1n ſhort time, and that for great cauſes 
he was to crave aid of all his Friends, and reck- 
onng them amonglt the reſt, he wiſhed them of 
four under-nominated to chuſe two ; the Letter 
under the Dukes Seal is ſtill preſerved, but hear 
yuu the Anſwer 3 he was written to with due 
humbleneſs, that they were prohibited by Law, 
they might chuſe none of them. I will venture a 
little nearer. 

In Queen Maries time a Council of this Realm 
(.not the Queens Privy-Council) did write to a 
Town, to chule a Biſhops Brother, (and a great 
Bilbops Brother it was indeed) whom they aſlu- 
rcd to be a good Catholick man 3 and willed 
them to chuſe to the like of him ſome other tit 


man. The Council was Anſwered with L;y, 
And if all Towns in Emgland had done the ike 
in their Choice, the Crown had not bee {6 
wronged, and the Realm fo robbed with ſycy 
| eaſe at that Parliament , and truth baniſhed ,, 
' 1t was What hath been, may be, there js no in. 
poſſibility. It will be ſaid, I miſtake, it is ng; 
' meant , but that Towns ſhall be at liberty tg 
' chuſe whom they liſt. I ſay, that Liberty js the 
loſs of Liberty 3 for when by Law they may gg 
' what they will, they may not well deny why 
| ſhall be required. It 1s too truly ſaid, Rogando co 
| qui rozat potentior.. And I have known one thy 
' tO avoid a great mans diſpleaſure that dwelt ne 
' him, that was deſirous (as he knew) to buy ti, 
Land, did upon ſmall occaſion bind himſclf ng 
to alienate his Land from his true Heirs: this he. 
ing known, I mean that he was bound as afore. 
ſaid ; the great man was contented to ct him 
| keep his own quietly, which otherwile he would 
| not have done. Surely Law 1s the only Forte 
; of the inferior ſort of People , and contrary tg 
the Law, the greater ſort will not delire or ex- 
pect any thing. Though now at this preſent (God 
| be praiſed) we need not to fear the greatneſ; of 
any man, Juſtice is ſo well admimultred : Yet 
| hereafter, whatſoever hath been we may fear, 
either for maintenance of Faction , or mainte- 
nance of Miſchick. Again, I ſay, it may be, 
what hererotore was pollibly again may be, W: 
ſtand and have ſtood of late upon the notorious 
manifeſtation of the Authority of Parliament: 
except withal you keep the ancient uſage of the 
ſame, and withal endeavour the freedom there: 
of, in etfe&t you do nothing, if I guels aright. 
It is further ſaid , that in ſome Towns there 
are not men of diſcretion fitzthey be not the wiler 
(laid the Gentleman that ſpoke before.) tor be- 
ing Burgeſflcs. I can never be perſwaded , but 
that either the Lord, whoſe the Town is, be the 
Town never fo little; or the Steward, if it be the 
Queens,or ſome good Gentleman of the Country 
adjoinant , will either afſign them who knov 
the Town and can be content to be free among 
them, and to ſerve by their appointment , fot 
their Country, and for them ; or elſe tor ſome 
reaſonable Fee, ſuch as be of their Learncd Cour: 
cel, and who know them, and the Country wil 
deal forthem. I mean it not ſo ſtrictly, that thok 
who ſhould be choſen, ſhould of necellity b 
dwellers in the Town 3; but to be either of ti 
Town, or towards the Town , Borderers and 
near Neighbours at the leaſt : and to this efſct 
I would the Bill were framed. I ſtand too 100g 
hereon , and abundance of matter occaſioneth 
confuſion 3 this is all. It was meant at the firlt 
and firſt Conſtitution of Parliament, that ml 
of every quarter, and of all ſorts, ſhould come 
to this Court, that they ſhould be freely choſe. 
This in every Age hitherto hath ſeemed belt t0 
alter without cauſe is not convenient 3 t0 gV* 
every Town liberty may offer in time 1ncone 
mence. None ſo hit for every Country as 190! 
who know the ſame. To chuſe of their ow, : 
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is a Liberty to loſe their Liberty, I think it a 
bad Commodity, call it as you pleate 5 by ſuch 
kind of releaſe in eaſing men of their, Wealths,

1s | 
more abſurd than on canf.rvr pro wt Some 
Towns cannot fend fit men, it ftandeth very 
(trongly, if you feck to help, Jet the Plailter be 
fit for the fore; let not the Salve be {tretched too 
tar, Jeſt the whole ani fowd tb by the broad 
(preading of the Salve, do cntÞker imart, fret or 
tdter, The Medicine which healct' the tick man 
may be poyſon tor the whole aid found man, 
All Citizens and burgctics ſhould not be thought 
alike, and yet all provided tor, as there 1s duc 
cauſe; let there be thcretore convenent cont! 
deration, how to heal, how to hurt. And I could 
wiſh, according 10 the weight of the matter, nt

The Bill againſt Ulury was read the ſecond 
time, whereupon cnfued divers Arguments and 
Speeches, which being omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, arc 
therctore tranſcnbed out of that often already 
cited Anonymous Journal of the lame Houte, in 
manner and torm tollowing. 

Firſt one Ni Clarke ſpoke to this effect, That 
the referring of the pumiſhment in the Bill men- 
tioned , being put to the Ecelchiaitical Judges, 
tor ſo much was nothing 3 tor that they are to 
puniſh by the Civil Law, by the Canon Law, 
or by the I emporal Law. I he Civil Law woul 
not avoid them, becaule by that Law there is al- 
lowance of Uiury. The Canon Law 1 abolith- 
cd ; and im that relpect the Temporal Law fan 
nothing 3 ſo that the pretence may fſecm to be 
ſomewhat, but the eficdt thereby wrought is no- 
thing 3 yet that it was 1], nenier Chriſtian nor 
Pagan ever denied. Ariſtotle being asked what 
Utury was ? he ſaid, 1 was preter Nuturan, and 
therctore could not be detined. And Plzto being 
asked the ſame Quettion, he laid m was dere ac 
kominem occidere. S* Auguſtine the ſame And in 
the very words of the Pju/miit anfwereth to the 
Queſtion, Domine quis hatitabit in Tabernacalo 
tuo £ He ſaid, Gut curat proxime (no, non de: ipit 
enum, © qui pecunan ſuam non Aabit ad ſuramn. 

M*- Moley firſt Learnedly and Artificially ma- 
king an Introduction tothe matter ſhewed, what 


it might be thought on tor any man to endca- 
2 VOUT 
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vour the defence of that which every Preacher 

at all times, following the Letter of the book, 
did ſpeak againſt; yet {11th he, it is CONVenicnt, 
and bcing in ſome tort uſed, 1t 15 not repugnant 
to the word of God. Experience hath proved 
the great miſchief which doth grow by reaſon 
of exccllive taking, to the deſtruction of yourg 
Gentlemen, and otherwiſe infinitely 3 but the 
miſchick is of the exc hs not otherwiſe, Since to 
take realonably, o: tothat both parties night do 
good, Vas not hurttul 5 for to have any man 
Iend his money without any Commo:lity, hardly 
{hould you bring that to paſs. And hice every 
man is not an Occi:picr who hath money, and 
fome which have not money may yet have $kill 
to ule money, except you ſhould take away or 
hinder good Frcs. bargatmng and contracting 
cannot be s God <1] not to hute 1t, that he did 
utteily forbid it, but to the Jews amongſt them- 
ſelves only, for that he willed] they ſhould lend 
a« Brethren together 3 for unto all others they 
were at Jary.

But it may be ſaid, it 1s contrary to the direft 
word of God, and therefore an ill Law; if it 
were to appoint mcn to take Uſury, it were to 
be dillked 3 but the ditterence 1s great berween 
that and permitting or allowing , or ſuffcring a 
matter to be unpunithed.

Every vain word is here forbidden by 
God, yet the temporal Law doth not fo utterly

DuCtor Wilſon Maſter of the Requeſts, ſaid, 
that in a matter of fo great weight he could not 
ſhortly ſpeak , and acknowledging that he had 
throughly (tudicd the matter, delired the pati- 
ence of the Houſe. And firſt he endeavoured 
to prove, that the common State may be with- 
out Uſury; then he ſhewed, how even men that 
have been ignorant of God or his Lays, hading 


the evils thereof by their Laws, redreiſed it; ang 
utterly prohibited the uſe thereof. As the 21þ,. 
nians cauſed all the Writines taken for interg 
money to be burnt; and rhe like did Lycywy,, 
by a Law which he made , and fccing the Fire 
he ſaid , he never ſaw fo fair a Flame as thoj. 
Books yiclded. He then made a definition of 14. 
fury, ſhewing it was taking of any reward, ; 
price or ſum, over and above the due Ih; 
To make any thing of that which is not mine, j 
ts robbery. Forthwith upon the delivery of the 
Loan money, it is not mine. And the Lay lk;

none. He remembred out of Ezechic! and other

| the Prophets, ſundry places of Scripture, and 
\ vouched $f Ayguſtines ſaying, that to take but 


Cup of Wine, is Uſury and Damnable. This he 
(cemed to ſay in Anſwer to that which had been 
before pronounced, that it was not Ulury excext 
it were Morſus. 

He ſhewed, that loſs may grow by Ulury; 
Fir{t,tothe Queen,then to the Common-Wealth 
To the Queen in this, that men not uling their 


| own money, but finding great gain n Ulury, 
' imploy the ſame that way 3 fo that her Cultom: 


mult decreaſe: To the Common-Wealth , for 
that, who ſo ſhall give hire for money, 15 to raile 
the ſame in the fale of his Commodity, All 


| Trades (hall be taken away, all occupations loſt: 
| for moſt men ſecking moſt caſe , and greatelt 
' gain, without hazard or venture, will torthwith 
| imploy their money to ſuch uſe. He ſhewed t 


to be ſo hateful in the Judgment of the Com: 


| mon Law, that an Uſurer was not adinitted to 
| be a Witneſs, nor after his Death to the common 
| Sepulchre of Chriſtians. And tor that his Di 
| courſe had been long, he inſerted (as he laid) 


this Tale tor recreation of the Hearers. 

In [taly, Quoth he, a great known Uturer be- 
ing Dead, the Curate denied him the common 
place of Burial ; his Friends made Suit, the Prieſt 
would not hear ; in fine, the Suitors bethought 


them of a Policy to bring it to paſs, that Me 


| ' might be Buried in the Church 3 which was thi 
condemn it. As for the words of the Scripture, | 


The Parſon of the Church did acculſtomabiy ul 
to carry his Books daily from his Houſe to the 
Church on his Afs ; and the Aſs by often goirs 
needed not to be driven, but knowing his Jout- 
ney, as ſoon as he was laden, would of himic! 
goto the Church Door ; they deſired the Parlo!; 
his Aſs might carry the dead Body, and where!

This Tale merrily told, he again entre t0 
his matter, and proved the Condemnation of U- 
fury and Uſurers, by the Authority of the Nice 
and divers other Councils : He ſhewed, that the

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ture the offences of Homicide and Utury are to 
be compared, and by Examples proved the ruins 
of divers Common-Wealths, when ſuch practices 
for gain are (uffered as that of the  Common- 
Wealth of Rome, &c. The manner of Exchange 
now uſed in London,and how much abutche (hcw- 
ed, a thing in old time not practifed , but by 
the King, as 1N E4. 3. time, when thereby the 


King obtained ſuch Treaſure, and luch excethve ' 


Wealth, that it was firſt wondred at, then guel- 
ſed that it grew by the Science of Alchymy. He 


here ſhewed the praftice of the [ow-Conntries, of 


Germany, and namely the doings of Fulchers to 
the very beggering of great and mighty Princes ; 
he vouched the authority of Sir Fob! Cheek in 
that place, concerning that matter; and the 


mind of the ancient Engliſh Law-Writcrs, who | 
lay that the offence of Ulury in Lite the Bilkop | nothing 1s to be ſaid im that degree fin in it (elf, 
is to puniſh ; but after his Death his Executors 


ſhall not have his goods, but they appertain ad 


Fiſeum. He concluded that the offence in his 


Conſcience ihould be judged Felony. 

M* Bel faid, This matter being fo ample had 
occalioned much Speech , and was for cunning 
men a fit Theme to ſhew their Wits and skills up- 
on. Yet, faith he, it ſtandeth doubttul what U- 
ſury > we have no true dehnition of it, An 
in our Laws we have little written thereon but 
this, Uſura non currat ſuper Infantem. And not 
much more but to Anſwer the Objections, where 
It is pretended, that the not puniſhing of it by 
the remporal Judge , may ſeem to be an appro- 
bation of it, or to leave it to the Church may 
ſeem as if we had no care concerning it 3 tor that 


to put over an offence to another Judge , may 


not be ſo ſaid, if ro the Church it may apper- 
tain, and they may well correct it. He further 
ſhewed, that the priviledge of the Church is by 
Statute upon thi: point to be expretied, namely 


not curwully learch Crero's Paradoxcs, and pro- 


one peccatum est peccatunt ; and no further : but 

every man according to his tran{greftions, to 
make a reaſonable pain 3 though he who ſtcal- 
eth two pence, doth as well ſteal as he who 
ſtealeth an hundred pounds ; yet there are de- 
grees; we have Petit I arceny , and that which 
s greater ; both faults, both to be puniſhed, both 
to be hated ; but difference there is in puniſh- 
ng, even according to the greatneſs and ſmall- 
nels of the offence ; for the one there is Death, 
tor the other not ſo.

appear 3 which took that tor no Uliiry whuch 15 
without grievance, He made a difference of the 


Law of God concerning the Divine Majeſty 


contained 1n the hrit Table, and what is con- 
cerming man 1m the ſecond Table; ſaying, that 


but by the circumſtances 3 for fo it is known 
whether it be good or bad. To kill is prohibi- 
ted, yet {ſometimes not to kill is evil. Phireas 
killed, and was therctore commended. And 
Thetts at times have been in Scriptures approved. 
*o Iikewilc Uſury ts allowed of mthe Scriptures; 
but that it might be uſed to Strangers only : Al- 
beit the Choſen Children of God amongſt them-

utterly unlawtul, or in ſome fort to betolerated, 
It is a queſtion 3 and until it be determined for 
the common Commoduiy and maintenance , let 
it be as hitherto it hath been uſed. And for the 
common ſort of Bargains of Corn for Cloth, Silk 
tor Land, &c. what they be, whether Utury or 
no, we know not. That all ſhould be well, it 
is to be wiſhed ; that all may bedone well among

ritually offend daily 1 all the branches of Simo- 
ny, the very CanKker of the Church without teel- 
ing ot this [Jciphine. = 

Che ſecond, That many of the laudahle Rites | 
and Ceremonies of the Church, or pertaining to 
the Miniſters of the ſame agreed upon by com: | 
mon conſent, the very Ornaments of our Reli- 
gion are VET ill kept , or at leaſt have loſt a 
great part of their Eſtimation. And here (through 
the many faults for want of Diſcipline) to re- 
member you ot one particular matter oft Yreat 
moment. How cometh 1t to pals that the com- 
mon people 11 the Country univerlally come tv 
ſeldom to Common-Prayer and Divine Service, 
and when they do come, be many times ſo vainly 
occupied there, or at Jeaſt do not there as they 
ſhould do, but for want of this Diſcipline ? 

And yet to the help of this there was at the 
laſt Parliament a Law made, but hitherto nv 
man, no, no man or very few hath ſeen it Exc- 
cuted; as plainly to ſpeak, Laws for the fur- 
therance of this Diſcipline unexecuted be Rods 
for Correction without Hands. It cannot be de- 
nied but as Superſtition 1s every way to be ab- 
horred for fear of [dolatry + fo certainly the loſs 
of this Diſcipline 1s always to be avoided, leſt 
elſe contempt (that neceflarily mult follow) may 
cauſe Irreligion to creep faſter in than a man 
would think. For of all other it is the moſt peſt- 
lent and pernicious thing, never ſuffered nor al- 
lowed inanyCommon-Weal,nay not amongſt the 
Heathens that were moſt barbarous.. Bur here it | 
may be ſaid the miſchief appearcth, where is the 
remedy ? and that 1t were better not opened in 
ſuch a preſence, than opened without the reme- 
dy both deviſed and declared. 

In mine opinion the remedies may eaſily be 
deviſed : all the difficulty is in the well Executing 
of them. As firſt, if the chief Parſonages of this 
Realm, both in Town and Country, would give 
good Example, it cannot be but it would be

trariwile we wilh and arc humble Suitors , that 
it may pleaſc her Vajclty to preferve her own 
Life, and to cut away the dangers thereof, if 
not tor her own caule which happily her noble 
Courage doth ſmally regard, yet at the lea{twiſe 
tor Gods cauſe, and for her faithful and loving 
Subjects, whoſe Lite and good Eſtate dependeth 
on her. 

Obj. It may be objected , That her Majelty 
repoleth her truſt and confidence 1n the Provi- 
dence of God, and theretore maketh light ot all 
attempts that her Enemies can work againſt 
her. 

Reſponſ, Surely it muſt needs be conteſted, that 
the ſame proceedeth both of noble Courage and 
of a (irong Faith and truſt in God, and ought 
indecd to be the Bulwark of help and comfort 
toall good and godly Princes; yet fo far as they 
ſeem not withal to tempt God by leaving that 
diligence and thoſe ordinary means whereby he 
uſeth to ſave and dchiver. 

David knew himſelf to be Anointed and ap- 
pointed Ijracl by God himlelt, yet he d1d not 
raſhly caſt himſclf into the hands of Saul his 
Enemy. 

Jeboſophat and H.zechias in their great diltrel- 
ſs undoubtedly had their chict trult and conh- 
dence in the Providence of God, but they ceaſed 
not both to ſhun and cut off all thoſe things 
whereby danger might grow,and to ulc all means 
whereby their ſafety might be holpen. 

It 1s alledged by Chrilt. Thor ſhalt not tempt 
thy Lord God ; but ſurely it might have been as 
fafe for Chriſt without tempting God to have 
caſt himſelf down from the Pinacle of the Tem- 
ple, as for the Queens Majeſty to ſuffer in her 

Boſom this poiſonous Serpent , that ceaſeth not 
continually to thrult the ſting of her venemous 
workings into her Majclties fatety and poliction 
of her Crown. 
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[t is well ſaid , Principum ſecuritas paucorum 
14 redimenda eſt. 

There are divers Hiſtories yea and Examples 
of late time whereby it hath been declared, that 
the tempting confidence of Gods Providence not 
ſhunning evident occaſions of danger, hath fal- 
cr! out to the <ftream hurt of the Parties, and 
on ſuch as have depended on them 3 which we 
think not meet to recite, leſt they might ſcem 1n 
this Caſe Ominoſe , as God for his great Mercies 
fake forbid that they ſhould be. 

Many Reaſons , Authorities and Examples 


Scriptures for Confirmation of this purpoſe ; but 
for tediouſnels we thought good to omit them,

And beſides | 
this | may and dare certainly athrm unto you by | 


her Majeltics own Mouth, that it the Vertues of | 


all the Princes in Exrope were united within her | 
Highneſs Breaſt, ſhe ſhould gladly imploy the 
lame to the belt of her Power about the good 
Governance of you, that be ſo good and loving 
unto her; ſo great is her Highnels good will and 
inward affeCtion toward you. Again true it is, 
that theſe your loving and reverend conceivings 
of the Vertuous and Gracious Government of 
yourSoveraign, is taking by her Majeſty in very 
thanktul part, as a ſpecial and peculiar property 
pertaining to faithful and loving Subjects; neither 
will her Highnefs admit of any occaſion that 
may move you to conceive otherwiſe than you 
have: neither do | think that any man can deviſe 
any more ready or any more (trong per{waſion 
to move a Princely nature to be {uch towards 
her Subjetts as they can wiſh, than by ſuch good, 
reverend and Joving conception and conceving 
remembred by you. To conclude, as touching 
thus point, I am to aftirm unto you from her Ma- 
Flty, that ſhe taketh your Proceedings in the Par- 
liament both in the midſt and alſoin the cnding 
lo gracioully and in ſo thanktul part, that if 
both parts and nature did concur in me abun- 
antly to make me Eloquent (as neither of them 
do) yet I am ſure I were not able to ſet forth 
this point according to her Highneſs deſire, or 
to the worthineſs of it. And for the more mani- 
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be of this Parliament, her Highneſs meancah nat 
to determine the ſame, but to Prorogue it until 
the next Winter. And as both Coomzance and 
Recognizance of bencetits her Maictties Pleaſure 
is, that I ſhould declare unto you, that there is 
none of thele benefits received by you ,. but ſhe 
wiſheth them trebblo in number, and quadruple 
in greatneſs and goodnels. And further, her 
Highneſs thinketh that the faithtul recognizing 
of benefits received is one of the orcatelt ſatil- 
factions that a Subject can make to his Sove raign 
for them. And as to the third, wi:ich concern- 
eth your humble carnelt Pernion, it proceedeth 
from your inward atfeftions and benevolent 
minds founded an:l grounded upon the grear 
good opinion that you have conceived of your 
Majelties molt gracious Government over you, 
according to the Declaration made by you, a 
matter greatly moving her Majelty the rather to 
allow of your Petition. 

The ſecond note umporteth yet more than 
this 3 for therein ſhe conceiveth that this great 
good opinion of this bletled Government is not 
conceived by you, as it appeareth by your own 
Declarations, upon any ſudden ground or caule, 
but hath grown upon the conlideration of her 
HighneſsGovernance during the Reign of feven- 
teen Years now paſt : whereby it is evident that 
this is a ſetled and conſtant opinion of yours, 
and therefore mi:ch the more moving her Vla- 
jcſty to give a Gracious Ear unto this your Pe- 
tition. 

And yet the third note excecdeth the other 
two formet ; for in this note ſhe concerveth the 
abundance of your inward atteion grounded 
upon her good Governance of you to be ſo great, 
that it doth not only contcnt you to have her 
Majeſty Reign and govern over you, but allo 
you do dclire that ſoine proceeding from her Ma- 
jcſties Body might by a perpetual Succeftion 
Reign over your Poſterity allo : a matter greatly 
to move her Majcity (ſhe ſanh) to incline to 
this your Suit. BEctides her Highnels 1s not un- 
mindful of all the benefits that will grow to the 
Realm by ſuch Marriage neither doth ſhe for- 
get any perils that are like to grow tor walit 
thereof; All which matters conſidered, her Ma- 
jeſty willed me to ſay , that albeit of her own 
natural diſpolition ſhe 1s not diſpoſed or inclined 
to Marriage, neither could ſhe ever Marry were 
ſhe a private Perſon; yet for your ſakes and the 
benefit of the Realm, ſhe is contented to dilpole 
and incline her ſelf to the ſatisfaction of your 
humble Petition, ſo that all things convement 
may concur that be meet*for ſuch a Marriage 3 
whercof there be very many, ſore touching the 
ſtate of her molt Royal Perſon, ſome rouching 
the Perſon of him whom God ſhall join, ſome 
touching the ſtate of the whole Realm: thete 
things concurring and conlidered , her Maxclty 
hath Aſlcented ( as is before remembred.) And 
thus much touching this matter. 


As to the fourth part which conccrneth a De-

and what can here be more deviſed tor her \1;. 
jeſty ro do? Surely in my opinion nothing, 
Then falleth it out neccſlarily and conlequery. 
ly, that the burthen of all theſe Enormitics, 4h. 
ſurdities and miſchiets that do grow in the Con. 
mon-Wealth for not Executing of Laws , my{ 
light upon thoſe perſons that have Authoriy 
trom her Majeſty to Execute them and do it not: 
which is a burthen over-heavy for any to bear, 
being juſtly charged. For the avoiding of this 
therefore methinks men being thus remembreg 
ought to ſeek with all diligence and endeavour 
to ſatisfie for their negligence, and uncaretulne 
paſt 3 which if they ſhall forget to do, her Ma. 
jcſty ſhall be then driven, clean contrary to her 
molt Gracious Nature and Inclination , to ap- 
point and aſſign private men, for profit and gain 
lake, to ſee her penal Laws to be Executed.

Were it not great folly, trow ye, yea, and meer 
madneſs for a man toprovide apt and handſome 
tools and inſtruments to reform and prune his 
Trees withal, and then to lay them up in fair 
Boxes and Bags without uſe of them? and is it 
not as [trange trow ye to make Laws to reform 
mens manners,and to prune away the 111 branches 
and members of the Common-Weal, and then to 
lay up thoſe Laws in fair Books and Boxes with- | 
out Execution of them? Surely there 1s a ſmall 
difference betwixt theſe Cauſes 3 nay it were 
much better to have no new Laws made at all, 
than to have Laws not Executed : for the for- 
mer doth but leave us in the ſtate we were in 
before the making of the new Laws; but not to 
execute them 15 to breed a contempt of Laws

the Mother and Nurſe of Diſobedience 3 and 
what ſhe breedeth and bringeth forth, I leave to 
j ou to judge. 

Now this offence of not executing of Laws 
growing ſo great, it reſteth to ſee in whoſe de- 
tault thas 1s, and who ought to have the burthen 
ot it, Firlt, certain it is, that her Majeſty lea: 
veth nothing undone mect for her to do for the 
Execution of Laws; for firſt ſhe maketh choice 


ot Perſons of moſt Credit and beſt underſtand- 
ing throughout the whole Realm, to whom for 
the great Truſt and Fidelity that ſhe repoſeth in 
them, ſhe giveth Authority by Commillion to 
EXeCute a great part of thole Laws, who alſo b 


moſt ſpecial and needtul Laws her Highncſ cau- 
ſeth to be Proclaimed and publiſhed unto her 
People 3 as over this alſo (leſt men ſhould be 
forgetful of their Dutics) ſhe cauſeth a number 
of her Juſtices to be called into publick place,and 


{hall be driven I fay to commit the Execution of 
them to thoſe who in reſpect of profit and gain, 
will ſce them Executed with all extremity. And 
what a burthen that will bring to the Common- 
Weal I leave it to your conſideration. But it is 
to be hoped, that if the reſpects betore remem- 
bred will not move you to fee better to your 
Charge, yct the fear of this great inconveniency 
ſhould conltrain men that be in Commiſtion to 


| look to the better Execution of Laws. And thus 


much touching the fourth part. 

Now as to the fifth and laſt which concerneth 
the grant of a Subſidy, her Majeſty hath Com-

Proceedings. And to the third , which 1s the 

thing granted, ſhe taketh 1t to be as liberal as any 

heretofore hath been granted 3 and therefore 

hath Command«ed me to yicld unto you her moſt 
hearty condign thanks , and withal ro let you 
underſtand, that her Majeſty 1s as willing and 
deſirous to give you this whole Subſidy again as 
you have been willing to grant it, 1t the necel- 
lity of the Realm and your Surety would ſuffer | 
it. And thus much touching the granting of the 

Subſidy. 

Now as to the due and true Execution of the 
lame I am to exhort and allo to admoniſh you, 
and yet it may be probably ſaid , that Perſons 
that have thus bountitully and readily made this 
Grant , wherein and whereby the benevolent 
minds and hearty affections that have been ſo ma-

And 
laltly it may here fitly be obſerved, that this be- 
wg but the ſecond Seflion of the fourth Parlia-

— in manner and form following, wiz.

raign Lady the Queens Majelty ſequeſtred, that | 


the Houſe might proceed to Conference and con- 
ſideration of his ſaid Speech. Which Speech [ 
have tranſcribed out of a Copy I had by me, and 
added it to this Journal : wiz. 


M- Speaker, I find written in a little Volume 
theſe words in effet: Sweet 1s the name of Ly 
berty, but the thing it ſelf a value beyond all in- 
e{timable Treaſure. So much the more it beho- 
veth us to take care leſt we contenting our ſelves 
with the ſweetneſs of the name, loſe and forgo 
the thing, being of the greate(t value that can 
come unto this noble Realm. The ineſtimable 
Treaſure is the uſe of it in this Houſe. And there- 
fore I do think it needful to put you in remem- 
brance, that this Honourable Aſlembly are Al- 
ſembled and come together here in this place for 
three ſpecial Cauſes of moſt weighty and great 
importance.

50 
that I do think that the part of a faithful-hearted 
Subject is to do his endeavour to remove. 
Stumbling-Blocks out of the way that may 1- 
pair or any manner of way hinder theſe g 
and Godly Cauſes of this our coming togetheT- 
[ was never of Parliament but the laſt and the 
lalt Seſſion, at both which times I ſaw the Liberty 
of free Speech , the which is the only Salve t0 


heal all the Sores of this Common-Wealth , ſo 
much 
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much and ſo many ways infringed, and fo many 
abuſes offered to this Honourable Council, as 
hach much grieved me even of very Conſcience 
and love to my Prince and State. Wherefore 
to avoid the like I do think it expedientto open | 
the Commodities that grow to the Prince and | 
whole State by free Speech uſed in this place, at 
the leaſt ſo much as my ſimple Wit can gather of | 
it, the which is very little in reſpect of that that | 
wiſe Heads can ſay therein, and 1o it is of the | 
more force. 

Firſt, All matters that concern Gods Honour | 
through free Speech , ſhall be propagated here 
and ſet forward, and all things that do hinder it 
removed, repulſed and taken away. 

Next, there 1s nothing commodious, profita- 
ble,or any way beneficial for the Prince or State, 
but faithful and loving Subjects will offer it in 
this place. | | 

Thirdly, All things diſcommodious, perillous 
or hurtful to the Prince or State ſhall be preven- 
ted, even ſo much as ſeemeth good to our mer- 
ciful God to put into our minds , the which no | 
doubt ſhall be ſufficient 1f we do earneſtly call | 
upon him and fear him, for So/o-202 faith, © The 
« fear of God is the beginning of Wildom, Wil- 
& dom, faith he, breatheth Lite into her Children, 
& receiveth them that ſeek her,and will go bulide 
«them in the way of Rightcouſnels : ſo that our 
minds ſhall be direfted to all good, needtul and 
neceſſary things, if we call upon God with faith- 
ful hearts. 

Fourthly, If the Envious do offer any thing 
hurtful or perillous to the Prince or State in this 
place, what incommodity doth grow thereby ? 
Venly I think none, nay will you have me to (ay 
my ſimple opinion therein, much good cometh 
thereof 3 how forſooth , for by the darknels of 
the Night the brightneſs ot the Sun ſheweth more 
excellent and clear, and how can truth appear 
and conquer until falſehood and all ſubrilties 
that ſhould ſhadow and darken it be found 
out ? for it is offered in this place a piece of hne 
Needle-work unto them that are moſt $kilful 
therein, for there cannot be a falſe ſtirch (God 
ading us) but will be found our. 

Fifthly, This good cometh thereof, a wicked 
purpoſe may the eaſier be prevented when it 1s 

own. 

Sixthly, An evil man can do the leſs harm 
when it is known. 

Seventhly, Sometime it happeneth that a good 
man will in this place (for Argument ſake) pre- 

r an evil cauſe, both for that he would have a 
doubtful truth to be opened and manifeſted, and 
allo the evil prevented ; ſo that to this point I 
conclude, that in this Houſe which is termed a 
Place of free Speech , there is nothing ſo neceſ- 
ary for the preſervation of the Prince and State 
8 free Speech, and without it is a ſcorn and 
mockery to call it a Parliament Houſe , for mn 

h it is none, but a very School of Flattery 
and Diſlimulation , and ſo a fit place to ſerve 
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the Devil and bis Angels in , and not to glorify 


God and benctit the Common-Wealth. 

Now to the impediments thereof which by 
Gods Grace an mv little Exverience 1 will utter 
plainly and fauhtully , 1 will uſe the words of 
Elcha, * Behold, | am as the new Wine winch 
* hath no vent and burſteth the new Vellels in 
* funder, therefore 1 will ſpeak that I may have a 
* vent, | will open my Lips and make Anſwer, 1 
* will regard no manner of Perſon,no man will | 
* ſpare, tor if I thould go about to pleaſe men, I 
* know not how ſoon my Maker will take mc a- 
way : my Textis vehement the which byGods ſuf- 
terance 1 mean to obſerve, hoping therewith to 
oftend none; tor that of very Juſtice none ought 
to be offended for ſeeking to do good and tay- 
ing of the truth. 

Amongſt other, M" Speaker, Two things do 
great hurt inthis place, of the which I do mean to 
peak: the one 1s a rumour which runneth about 
the Houle and this it 1s, take heed what you do, 
the Queens Majeſty liketh not fuch a matter, 
whoſoever pretercth it, ſhe will be otlended with 


| him; or the contrary, her Majeſty liketh of ſuch 


a matter, whoſocver ſpeaketh agaialt it ſhe vill 
be much oftended with him. 

The other: ſometimes a Meſlage is brought ih-

Author of them. from whom proceedeth nothing 
but wickednel>: now I will tet down reafons to 
prove them wicke(. 

Firſt, If we be in hand with any thing for the 
advancement of Gods Glory, 'were it not wick- 
cd to ſay the Queen hketh not of it , or Com- 
mandcd that we {hall not deal in it? greatly 
were theſe Speeches to her Majclties diſhunour, 
and an hard opmion were it, M* Speaker, that 
theſe things ſhould enter 1nto her Majeftics 
thought ; much more wicked and unnatural were 
it that her Majeſty ſhould hke or Command any 
thing againſt God, or hurtful to her {clt and the 
State. The Lord grant this thing may be tar 
trom her Majeſtics Heart. Here this may be ob- 
jected, that if the Queens Majeſty ſhould have 
intelligence of any thing perillous or benehicial 
to her Majeſties Perſon or the State, would you 
not have her Majclty give knowledge thercot 1n 
this Houſe, whereby her peri] may be prevented, 
and her benefit provided tor ? God torbid, then 
were her Majeſty in worſe caſe than any of her 
Subjets. And 1a the beginning of our Speech [ 
ſbewed it to be a ſpecial Caulc of our Atlembly, 
but my intent 1s, that nothing ſhould be done to 
Gods diſhonour , to her Majeſties peril , or the 
peril of the State.

All which godly, provident 
and wile aCts in Government, have brought forth 
theſe effects that we be in Pcace , and all our 
Neighbours in War; that we be in quictnels at 
home, and ſafe enough trom troubles abroad ; 
that we live in Wealth and all Proſperity , and 
that which is the greateſt, we enjoy the freedom 
of our Conlciences delivered from the Bondage 
of Kome,wherewith we were lo lately oppreſlcd: 
and thus we ſtand. 

But for all this as wiſe Mariners 1n calm wea- 
ther do molt diligently prepare their tackles, and 
provide to withſtand attempts that may happen: 
even {0 in this our blefled time of Peace that we 
enjoy by the bleſſing of God through the Mini- 
ſtry of her Majcſty, we ought in time to make 
proviſion to prevent any {torm that may ariſe 
either here or abroad, and neither to be too care- 
Iefs or negligent, but think that the tayl of theſe 
ſtorms, which are ſo bitter and ſo boiſterous in 
other Countries-may reach us alſo before they 
be ended, eſpecially if we do not forget the ha- 
tred that is born us by the Adverſary of ourRe- 
ligion both for our profeſſion, and for that this 
Realm is alſo a merciful Sanftuary for ſuch poor 
Chriſtians as fly hither for ſuccour; ſo as now one 
of the molt principal cares that we ought to care 
m this great Councel of the Realm 1s both to 
conſider atorchand the dangers that may come 
by the malice of Enemies, and to provide 1n time 
how to refilt them z and ſeeing that by thoſe 
great occalions which I have remembred, you can 
eaſily underſtand how low her Majeſties Coffers 
are brought, it 1s our parts frankly and willing- 
ly to offer unto her Majeſty ſuch a Contribution 
as {hall be able to reſtore the ſame again in ſuch 
fort as ſhe may be ſufficiently furniſhed of Trea- 
lure'to put in order and maintain her Forces by 
Land and by Sea to anſwer any thing that ſhall 
be attempted againſt her and us; and unleſs it 
might ſeem ſtrange to ſome that her Majeſty 
ſhould want this, hu conlidering that not long 
ſithence Aid was granted by the Realm. To 
that | Anſwer , That albeit her Majeſty is not to 
yield an account how ſhe ſpendeth her Treaſure, 
yet for your fatisfaQtions I will let you under- 
{tand ſuch things as are very true , and which 1 
dare aftirm,having more knowledge thereof than 
ſome other, in reſpett of the place I hold in her 
Majeſties Service. 

Firlt how favourable the Taxations of Subſi- 


— 
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dies be through the whole Realm cannot be ur. 
known to any , whereby far leſs cometh to her 
Majeſties Coffers than by the Law is granted, , 
matter now drawn to be ſo uſual as it is hard to 
be reformed. Next the clearing of all Debts that 
run upon Intereſt to the inſupportable charge of 
the Realm. Thirdly, the charge in ſuppreſſing 
the Rebellion in the North. Fourthly, the free 
and honourable repayment of the laſt Loans, the 
like whereof was not ſeen before. Fifthly, the 
Journey to Edenburgh-Caſtle for the quieting of 
that Country and this. And laſtly , the grex 
and continual Charges in Ireland by the evil dif. 
poſition of the people there , all which could 
not have been performed by the laſt Aid, except 
it had pleaſed her Majeſty to ſpare out of her 
own Revenues great Sums of money tor the ſup. 
plying of that which lacked , wherein ſhe more 
reſpected the Realm than her own particular 
Eſtate, living as you (ee in molt temperate man- 
ner, without either Building or other ſuperflu- 
ous things of pleaſure z and like as thelc be cay. 
ſes ſufficient tro move you to deviſe how theke 
wants may be repaired, ſo you ought the rather 
todoit, for that her Majeſty lacketh and can. 
not have without great inconvenience, tholz 
helps which in the times of her Father , h& 
Brother and Silter were uſed, as the abaling of 
Coin, which brought infinite ſums to them, bur 
wrought great damage to the Realm, which we 
yet feel, and ſhould do more, had not her Ma- 
jelty to her perpetual Fame , reſtore! the ſame 
again , ſo much as the time could ſuffer. The 
ſale of Lands whereof came allo very great ſim; 
of moncy, but that is not hcreatter to be ulcd, 
ſaving that by the ſame the Revenues ot the 
Crown are greatly diminiſhed , which it cannot 
more bear, the borrowing of money upon [ter 
eſt the burthen whereot the Realm hath tclt lo 
heavy as that is never more to be done, it by any 
means it may be avoided. And yct notwitt- 
ſtanding all thoſe helps, it is apparent that Subli- 
dies were contiually granted 1n thoſe times, 1 
ſo then, much more now then, beſides War and 
other extraordinary Charges may happen, ir 
Majeſties very ordinary Charges which ſhe cat- 
not but ſuſtain, are far greater by dearth of pri- 
ces and other occaſions, than in any other Prin- 
ces days, as you may ſee by the ordinary and an- 
nual Charges of the Houſhold , the Navy: th 
Ordnance, iuc Armory, the Garriſon of b:r#'%. 
the ſtanding Garriſon and Officers within ti 
Realm of hreland. And whether theſe are 1 
to be more coſtly to her Majeſty than in former 
times in reſpe& of the prices of all things, | 
every man judge by the experience he hath 0! 
his private expences, F 

And lo to draw to an end for avoiding 0! 
your trouble. TItruſt theſe few things may luthc: 
to remember us how her Majeſty found 
Realm, how ſhe hath reſtored and preſerved tt 
and how the preſent State is now, and therewit 
all may ſerve as reaſons ſufficient to perl ade - 
to deal in this necetlary caulſc as her Majelty _ 
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the Head of the Common-Wealth : be not un- 
hed of that which will be ſufficient to 
maintain both her ſelf and us agamlt the private 
or open malice of, Enemies , wherein let us ſo 
as her Majeſty may find how much we 

think our felves bound to God that hath given us 
© Gracious a Queen over us, and ſhew thereby 
alſo ſuch gratuity rowards her as ſhe may per- 
frm the courſe of her Government cum alacri- 


tate.

| Wedneſday the 7 day of this inſtant M :-ch fore- 
going, ſhould without all queſtion n.ver have 
been refer'd toCommittees upon the ſecond read- 
ing this inſtant Thurſday, except the ſaid Houſe 
of Commons had taken ſuch juſt exceptions at 
the ſame , as they afterwards made known to a 
Committee of the Lords, and by reaſon of which 
finally the ſame was ſtopped fiom further pa(- 


y | ling. The further carriage and procecding of 


which buſineſs, being wholly omitted in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Cummons 
through the great negligence of Fk O. wEſq; 
at this time Clerk of the ſame , I have thought 
good to ſupply it out of 2 written Mcmorial or 
Copy thereof I had by me; becauſe it may ap- 
pear upon what juſt grounds and ſolid reaſons 
the Members of the ſaid Houſe did refuſe to paſ; 
the (ai Bill: and although it doth not certainly 
appear whether the ſaid Proccedings in the ſaid 
Bill berween the Committees of either Houſe 
were this day or no, yet I have referred it there- 
unto as the moſt probable and likely time , in 
reſpe that there is no further mention made of 
this Bill or buſineſs in either of the Original Jour- 
nal-Books of the Upper Houſe or Huule of Com- 
mons, upon any enſuing day during this preſent 
Seſtion of Parliament. Thele things being thus 
premiſed the forefaid Memorial or written Dil- 
courſe of this buſineſs doth now enſue to be in- 
ſerted. 

The Committees before-named, having upon 
deliberate conſideration of the parts, _ of the 
ſcope of the (aid Bill (touching Authority to be 
given to the Juſtices of the Queens Majcſties Fo- 
reſts, ec. found the ſame not convenient to pro- 
ceed, did nevertheleſs out of their reſpect unto 
the Lords from whom the Bill had been feat 
down, deſire firſt ro ſatisfie them before they 
utterly refuſed and daſhed the ſaid Bill 3 and d:d 
thereupon ſend unto their Lordſhips (who as it 
appeareth by the Original Journal-Bouk ot the 
Gm Houſe did this Afternoon ſit) to viter 
them Conference, which they accordingly ac- 
cepted : and thereupon there did afſemb'e in a 
place appointed as Commiſſioners (or rather as 
Committees) for the Lords the Earl of Suſ-x, 
the Earl of Rutland, the Earl of L__ the 
Lord Grey of Wilton , and the Lord Hur ſ.lor, 
having for their aſſiſtance ſtanding by, the two 
Chicf Juſtices and the Queens Attorney General ; 
upon theſe the foreſaid Committees of the Houſe 
A by Order of the ſame Houſe gave 
their attendance, and by Sir Walter Mildmay K*, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the ſecond ot the 
ſaid Commintces, in the name and by conſeat 
of the reſt, ſaid to the Lords in ctic& as follows

That whereas a Bill w—_—_ the enlargement 
of the Juſtices of Foreſt- Authority had paſkd 
from their Lordſhips, and was ſent to the Houſe 
of Commons, the fame had received there two 
readings , and upon the ſecond reading was 
greatly impugned by many Arguments made 


againſt 
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aoainſt it 5 nevertheleſs the reſpe&t they had to 
f Lordſhips moved them to ta) any further 
procceding therein to the hazard of the Bill, un- 
til by ſme Conference with their Lordſhips the 
Houfe in ſuch things as were objected, might be 
fatis/ied. To that end he ſaid, the Houſe of Com- 
mons had ſent them to attend upon their Lord- 
(hips, and ſo entring into the matter ſaid, That 
ot many things ſpoken to the hindrance of the 
Pill they would trouble their Lordſhips but with 
ſome few, ſuch as they had noted to have been 
of moſt value 3 by which he ſaid their Lordlhips 
thoul4 ſind that the Houſe of Commons did take 
the Bill to be unneceſlary chargeable, dangerous, 
obſcure. 

For the firſt, that whereas in the preamble of 
the Bill it was pretended that one principal cauſe 
of this At was, that the Juſtices of the Foreſts 
having no Authority to fit but within the ſe- 
veral Foreſts, which to execute 1n their own per- 
ſons could not be done through the diſtances of 
| the Countries, and through the great charges 
that would follow in expences, 1f men ot their 
calling ſhould be driven to travel once every 
third year to keep their ſittings in ſo many leve- 
ral places, by means whereof the Juſtice Seats 
were greatly delayed, and ſeldom holden, where- 
by the Offenders cither by general Pardons come. 
ing between, or by the Death of the Parties did | 
eſcape unpuniſhed : to that he faid all theſe de- | 
fects were ſufficiently holpen by Laws, hereto- 
fore provided. In the time of King Henry the 
Eighth, it wasEnacted, that both the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts on this ſide Trent, and the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts beyond Trent, might make in every 
Forc(t a Deputy, that ſhould have in all things 
like Authority to themſelves 3 and therefore ſce- 
ing they had, and uſually had made Deputies 
men of lcts degree than they are, and moſt com- 
monly inhabiting the Countries where the Foreſts 
do hie, there was no neceſlity that the Juſtices in 
their own Perſons ſhould ride, but thoſe his Sub- 
[tirutes might very well perform the ſervice with 
a ſmall charge : and ſo there appeared no cauſe 
for that reſpe(t to make this Law, for it might 
be ſupplied otherwiſe ſufficiently. 

For the ſecond , he (aid that whereas by this 
new Law, the Juſtice ſhould have power to open 
| the Swainmote Books at his pleaſure, and to con- 
vent before him the Offenders at ſuch time and 
place as he thought good, the ſame muſt needs 
prove a very chargeable matter to the Subjects ; 
tor men being compellable only to appear and 
anſwer in the County where the Foreſt lyeth, and 
where for the molt part they abide, and there to 
receive their Trial : if now they ſhall be driven 
to appear and anſwer in any place, and at any 
time where and when the Juſtices ſball appoint 
them,it may eaſily be ſeen how far greater charge 
this will breed to the Subj both 1n travel, ex- 

ce, and loſs of time, than heretofore bath 
en uſed 3 chargeable beſides it would be to 


ſuch as ſhould happen to be impannelled upon Ju-: 


to come out of the Foreſts, to appear before the 
Juſtice in any place which he ſhall aſſign, con. 
trary to the antient Laws heretofore Ordained 
for ſuch cauſes. 

For the third, he ſaid that if the Juſtice ſenq. 
ing for the Swainmote Books, and opening them 
ſhould proceed to the puniſhment of the Offen. 
ders according to ſuch Prelentments as he ſhoulq 
find there, that might prove very dangerous to 
the Subx, and eſpecially to ſuch as dwell with. 
in or near any Foreſts; for thoſe Preſentments 
being made by the Oath of the Keepers, do 
often proceed upon ſuſpition and upon malice, ag 
upon any good or ſufficient ground; and then 
if they be ſo peremptory to the Offenders, as 
ſome men think they are, 'or it the tryal be not 
very indifferent which taken out of the Country 
may be doubted , it is eaſily ſeen how perilous 
that will be to the Subje&: for either the party 
ſhall be forced to ſubmit himſelf to the diſcretion 
of the Juſtice, or elſe abide ſuch Tryal as he ſhall 
not be able to endure. 

Beſides, whereas the Queen moſt graciouſly 
doth uſe to grant often-times general Pardons by 
Ad of Parliament, whereby the Subjects of the 
Land are diſcharged of far greater offences than 
theſe 3 ſuch as might happen to offend this way, 
or to be brought in Queſtion for the ſame,ſhould 
never be partakers of that grace, which all other 
Subjects do enjoy, but by yearly vexation be in 
danger of trouble and charge almoſt without 
hope to be releaſed, although the offences be 
(as often-times they are) very ſmall and (Jender- 
ly proved : whereas now the Juſtice cannot 
by the Law keep his Seat , but once in three 
yearsz and if a Pardon come in the mcan time 
all thoſe offences are diſcharged. | 

Touching the laſt and fourth point, he ſaid in 

making of Laws,,@ne principal and ſpecial care 
is to be taken, that nothing paſs in dark words, 
but that it may be clear and evidence to the un- 
derſtanding of the Makers, thereby to know to 
what they bind themſelves and their Poſterity 3 
the contrary whereof was to be doubted 1n thus 
Bill as it was penned, wherein Authority ſhould 
be given to the Juſtices of the Foreſts to proceed 
in the Execution of puniſhment and other mat- 
ters, not only according to the Laws but alſo ac- 
cording to the Cuſtoms, Uſages, and Ordinan- 
ces of the Foreſts; which latter words are very 
obſcure, and therefore dangerous to pals 1n that 
form, for what the Laws of the Foreſts are, ſuch 
as be eſtabliſhed by Authority of Parliament, are 
evident and open to all men, and every Subj 
1s bound to whe knowledge of them, but what 
the Cuſtoms, Uſages and Ordinances of the Fo 
reſt be, and how tar theſe words may extend Þ 
very doubtful and uncertain , the ſame being 
only known to Officers and Miniſters of Forelts, 
and are ſo far from the common knowledge 
other men, as few or none that are Learned in 
the Laws of the Realm, have any underſtanding 
in them: ſo as if any Subje& of the Land ſho

«nt. and do allo think that the Foreſt Laws al- 


ready eſtabliſhed by Parliament,are ſtrict enough, 


and being put in due Exccution may ſuthce with- 


out any turther addition to increaſe the burthen | 


of them. 

To theſe Objettions the Farl of Syſcx a wiſe 
man of good underſtanding in Forcit matters, 
being Juſtice of the Foreſts on this (ide Trent, ſaid 
for Anſwer in effect as followeth: 

To the firſt confetling that by Authority of 
Parliament the Juſtices of the Foreſts might ap- 
point their Deputies, ſaid, neverthelcls that thoſe 
alſo could not hold their fittings without great 
charge, and their doings ſhall not be ſo —_ 
nor elteemed as the Acts and Proceedings of the 
Juſtices themſelves 53 and therefore thought this 
Law necellary. 

To the ſecond, third and fourth, he fail that 
there was no meaning by the Lords that paſt the 
Bill to bring upon the Subjccts any of thoſe 11- 
conveniences that were noted by the Houſe of 
Commons; howſoever the Bill might be penned 
contrary to their intentions, and yet he thought 
that the words were miſconceived and drawn to 
a harder ſenſe than there was cauſe. Neverthclels 
he ſaid the Lords could be well contented that 
the Houſe of Commons ſhould rctorm ſuch things 
n the Bill, touching thoſe points, as they ſhould 
find convenient, ſo as the ſame were done with 
good confideration , and upon lutticient caule, 
whereof they doubted not. 


This being the ſubſtance of the Conference, it

To which purpoſe Sir C:ri/topher Hutton Vice. 
Chamberlain made a very cxa& and Elaborgte

afterwards at*Paris in France, by one Morgan an 
Agent of the Queen of Scots here upon then- 
couragement of Cardinal Coo and the Pope him- 
(elf, he returned into Ergland with a mind full 
of Treaſon and Diſloyalty , with divers other 
things in the like purpoſe, which are at large {et 
down in Anal. eem.

Finally , Her Majeſties loving Subjects conli- 
dering the great Charges ſhe ſuſtained by the 
maintenance of .the Low Countries Wars, and 
withal in a manner foreſeeing the ſtupendious 
preparations of Spair (at this time moſt intentive 
in proyiding and furniſhing of that mighty 4r- 
mado (tiled afterwards Invincible ) did not only 
grant unto her Majeſty one entire Subſidy and 
two Fifteenths and Tenths ( as the Clergy had 
alſo granted unto her one other Subſidy) but did 
likewiſe conſult in either Houſe ſeverally (for

Which her Majeſties moſt Gracious Favour, as 
the whole Houle did take it in molt joyful and 
duriful part; So did they then defire the ſaid 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain , that he would in the 
name of this whole Houſe preſent unto her Ma- 
jelty their moſt humble and dutiful thanks for 
the ſame her Highnetles molt gracious clemency 
and great loving kindrefs towards them. Which 
ſo to do, the fail Mr. Vice-Chamberlain told 
them he purpoſed ( God walling) in the Aﬀer- 
noon of this preſent day. 

And theſe were appointed by this Houſe to at-

Thirdly and laſtly, Ir is very plain that this 
Adjournment was of the like nature and upon 
the like occaſion with that in the laſt Parliament 
in Anno 27. Reeme Eliz. Anno Domini 1504. 
VIZ, becaule Chrijtmaſs drawing near, the Mcm- 
bers of cither Houſe might have liberty to re- 

cede into their leveral Countries tor the better 
relief of the Poor and maintenance of Hoſpi- 
tality. 

And therefore whereas theſe two meeting: 
are placed in the Original Journal-Book of the

Morris furthereth the Execution thereof. Do- 
Ctor Sanders and Deſmond ſtir new Rebellion 
there, and wrote itito Exgland, &c. Parry was

After this he related the great Attempts of her 
Majeſties Enemies againſt us, eſpecially the Pope, 
and the King of Spain who adhcred unto him.

His Speech after this tended wholly to ſhew 
out of the Hiſtory of England, and the old 
State, how the Kings of England ever ſince 
Henry the Thirds time have maintained them- 
ſelves to be Supreme Head over all Cauſes wi:!1in 
their own Dominions. And then reciting the 
Laws that every one made in his time, tor nain- 
taining their own Supremacy , and excluding 
the Pope, he drew down this proof by a Statute 
of every King ſince Henry the Third to Edward 
the Sixth. 

This ended, he came to ſpeak of Laws, that 
were ſo great and ſo many already, that they 
were fit to be termed Elephantine I :ges.

HIS Journal of the Houſe of Com- 
mons is fully repleniſhed with ma- 
ny Excellent Paſſages; both touch- 
ing the publickState of theRealm, 
and alſo concerning Priviledges, 

Eleftions, Returns and ſuch like private Afﬀairs 
of the Honſe it ſelf : So that not only the dan- 
gers of the Realm were diſcuſſed and the Eccle- 
ſialtical Government touched, but alſo conſulta- 
tion was had for a ſeaſonable and timely prepara- 
tion to be made againſt the ambitious and proud 
deſigns of the Spaniſh King. Neither is it un- 
worthy the Obſervation , that ſome unuſual di- 
{taſt was occaſioned from her Majeſty towards 
ſome Members of the Houſe by reaſon of their 
intermedling with the Succeſſion of the Crown, 
which ſhe had exprefly forbidden.

berlain to her Majeſty, and one other of her 
Highneſs's moſt Honourable Privy-Council, ſtood 
up, and not only approving but alſo very much

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onfts and abilities of rhe ſaid M' Er rd Cooke 
exceeding many others, and comparable in his 
opinion and judgment with any others for that 
place and charge, (yathering alſo the ſame partly 
from his own late former Specch of exCules) doth 
in the end reſolutely deliver his opinion to make 
choice of the ſaid MF Cooke to be their Speaker. 
And alſo thereupon moving the queſtion to the 
| Houſe, the ſaid VI” Cooke was with one full con- 
ſent and voice of the whole Houſe, nominated 
and choſen to be their Speaker for this preſent 
Parliament. And fo was thercupon preſently 
brought by the ſaid M* Treafurer and M* Vice- 
Chamberlain, and fer in the Chair. And imme- 
diately after the Houle did riſe and were appoin-

On Thurſdiy the 22" day of February, to 
which day the Parliament that begun on Mon- 
day toregoing, being the 19" day of the ſame 
Month, had been continued by Sir John Pucker- 
ing Knight Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, by 
her Majcſties Commandment, the Queens Majeſty 
and divers of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
being (ct in the Upper Houle, the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgellcs of the Houſe of Commons had 
notice thereof, and thereupon they repaired tht- 
ther with Edward Cooke Elquire , her Majeſticy

After which Speech her Majeſty by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, having allowed and appro- 
ved his Eleftion, the ſaid Speaker having 1n a ſe- 
cond Speech ſhortly touched her Highneſs happy 
and victorious Reign, and ſomewhat largely pro- 
ved the anticntSupremacy of theKings of England 
in Ecclefiaſtical matters, did in the end of his ſaid 
Speech make certain Petitions of courſe in the | 
name of the Houſe of Commons; Firſt, For It- 
berty of Speech; Secondly, For freedom from Ar- 
reſts; And thirdly, For Acceſs unto her Mafeſty. 
And laſtly , For Pardon for himſcif if he ſhould 
in any thing unwittingly be miſtaken. 


To which Speech the Lord Keeper, having re- 
ceived new Inſtrufions from her Majeſty , made 
a reply in particular to the ſeveral branches of the 
faid Speakers Speech. And to his three demands 
he Anſwered, that liberty of Speech was granted 
in reſpe& of the 1 and No, but not that every 
one ſhould ſpeak what he liſted. And touching 
freedom from Arreſts, and Accets to her ys 
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he adviſed, that they might be cautiouſly made 
ule of. 
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Not, That none of theſe Particulars touching 
the Preſentment of the Speaker, are ſet down 1n 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, but are abſtracted out of another Journal 
of the ſame Houſe taken by an Anonymous Mem- 
ber of the ſame during the Parhament, men- 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
yet it appeareth plainly by the very Original 
Journal-Book it ſelf, Fol. 262. /. that the Pro- 
Jocutor was this day preſented to her Majeſty, 
where the words are as follow&th, v1z.

This Day M' Speaker was preſented unto.her 
Majeſty. ; 

Which ſaid words ( being only here a little 
otherwiſe piaced for Order ſake than there) have 
a large Blank left at the end of them of ſypme- 
what above half a page, with intention no doubt 
at the firſt to have inſerted the whole manner 
of the proceeding both of this preſentment and 
admiſſion. 

After the Return alſo of the Speaker (now 
compleatly inveſtcd in that place) with the 


reſt of the Houſe of Commons, one Bill was read ! 


according to the uſual torm in that Caſe accuſlto- 
med, which is ſet down in the ſaid Journal-Book 
in theſe words following, 7z. 

The Bill, that a Bar at large may be pleaded 
in any Adtion of Ejedione firme was read the 
ficſt time. 

M- Speaker immediately after the reading of this 
Bill, and his opening of the contents of the ſame 
to this Houſe, ſhewed unto them from her Ma- 
jeſty, that her Highneſs had Adjourned ( miſta- 
ken for continued) the Higher Houſe till Satur- 
day next; And alſo that her Majeſties pleaſure 
Iikewile was, that this Houſe ſhould therefore 
be Adjourned till the ſame time 3 which being ſo 
done accordingly, this Houſe did then riſe, and 
every man Went away. 

On Saturday the 24" day of February the 
Houſe being ſet, and a great number of the 
Members of the ſame aflembled 3 M* Speaker 
not then as yet being come to the Houſe, ſome of 
the Houſe faid one to another, they heard he 
was ſick: And one affirmed it to be ſo indeed, 
ſhewing that he had been with him this Mor-

into the Air at this time, which otherwiſe moſt 
willingly he would have done. And willed that 
the Clerk of this Houſe might ſignify unto the

to deſire their good favourable conliderations of 
the lame, not doubting their gentle and coyr. 
teous acceptance of that his ſo reaſonable EXCule, 
as by this Houſe hath alſo been in former time uſed 
in like Caſe towards ſome other his Predecelfor; 
in the place he now ſerveth 3 And to ſhew them, 
he truſteth in God he ſhall be able to attend 
them in this Houſe upon the next day of litting, 
which will be Monday next. The Effect of 
which Meſlage being then ſignified unto this 
Houſe by the ſaid Clerk of the Houſe, all the 
ſaid Members of this Houſe being very ſorry for 
M* Speaker his ſickneſs, reſted well ſatisfied. 
And ſo the Houſe did riſe, and every man de- 
parted away. 


Nota, That rhis is all which is found in the©. 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
touching this days bulineſs, and therefore that 


' which followeth is ſupplied out of that Anony- 
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mous Journal mentioned at the-beginning of this 
preſent Journal, touching the reſidue of this 
days paſlages. 

This day M* Peter Wentworth and Sir Her, 
Bromley delivered a Petition unto the Lord 
Keeper, therein deſiring the Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe tobe ſuppliants with them of the lower 
Houſe unto her Majeſty for Entailing the Suc- 
ceſſlion of the Crown, whereof a Bill was readily 
drawn by them.

It pretends great things 
in ſhew, tending to the hindrance of Gods (er- 
vice and the derogation of her Majeſtics Prero-

The Reaſons he gave were few or none; only bus 
great diſlike was, that having received (trait 
Commandment from her Majeſty not to meddle 
with things concerning the Reformation of the 
Church and State of this Realm. therefore 10 his 
opinion the Bill ought to be ſuppreſied.

Democracies. He allowed the Monarchies 3 and 
in the moſt famous Monarchies in the World 
ſhewed this Government now exerciſed by the 
Biſhops to have been uſed. He endeavoured to 
prove the Biſhops to be ſuch a part of the Boy 
politick, as without them it could be no Body. 
And in comparing it with the ſtate of the Natural 
Body, he termed the Prince and the Counſcllors 
of State to be as the Senſes, and as the Head ; 
The Biſhops and Miniſters as the Shoulders and 
Arms3 the common people the Legs. Now to 
take away the Shoulders from the Body were as 
great a blemiſh and prejudice as to have the Fin- 
gers tied unto the Shoulders. Then came he to 
three parts of M* Morris his Speech, Inquiſition, 
Subſcription and binding abſolution. Inquiſition he 
_ lawful; Firſt becauſe it had been ſo long 
uſed, and in the greatcſt Monarchies allowed. 


Tryal was by Accuſation , and then the party 
accuſing was to ſuffer the penalty that the Law 
intlited upon the party accuſed, it he failed in 
his accuſation. Then it might be that the party 
accuſed , if the Accuſer failed in his accuſation, 
might ſollicite two Witneſſes to Anſwer for him, 
which was ſufficient to acquit him: So the guilty 
eſcaped and the guiltleſs accuſer was puniſhed. 
This ſeeming grievous, they changed their Try- 
als into Inquiſitions. And whoſoever reads De- 
moſthenes and Tully , (hall fee how unwillingly 
they were hired to accule. And it we look into 
the Laws of this Realm, it is altogether by [n- 
quifiions in Courts Baron, Leets, and in the 
Kings Courts, and in the Star-Chamber. So that 
this courſe is as lawful in the Eccleſiaſtical as in 
the Temporal Law. Subſcription was a thing we 
were bound unto by Statute. The like was uſed 
in our Churches as at Geneva, lo as allowable 
here. Abſolutior, termed binding, is no other 
than in the Common Law ; for in the Writ de 

communicato capiendo , the party abſolved is 
to be ſworn ad ſervandum jus , and his Oath to 
perform the Law in this abſolution 1s not grie- 
vous: Whereas otherwiſe the party accuſed was 
to find pledges for the ſame. Nay it 1s a liberty 
to him, when upon his Oath he may be freed.

For Subſcription, the Statute 
alledged is meant but a Subſcription to certain Ar- 
ticles in Religion, and not a Subſcription 1n this 
form. And becauſe it is allowed in Geneva, 
ſo to allow it here, that is no reaſon. For in 
Geneva there be many things allowed, which the 
party ſpeaking would (I dare fay) be loth to 
have uſed here.

The Queſtions delivered by the Committces 
were thele two.

It hath been my manner ever ſince my 
firlt practice to obſerve ſtrange learning, eſpect- 
ally ſuch as appertaineth to the Law, as 1n this of 
the priviledge of this Houſe, therefore I will 1n- 
form what I have learned. Firſt this Writ of pri- 
viledge muſt go from the Body of this Houſe, 
made by me and [ to fend it into the Chancery, 
and the Lord Keeper 15 to direct it. Now before 
we make ſuch a Writ, let us know whether by 
Law we may make it , or whether 1t will be 
goud for the Cauſe or no. For my own part my 
hand (hall not ſign it, unleſs my heart may aſſent 
unto it. And though we take ſuch a Writ, if 
it be not warrantable by Law and the procecding 
of this Houſe, the Lord Keeper will and mult re- 
fuſe it. No man ſhall ſtand more for the privi- 
ledge of this Houſe than I will, and what is the 
priviledge of this Houſe is meet ſhould be obſer- 
ved. To the matter, fir{t there hath been inforc't 
her Majeſties Commandment. I obey any Com- 
mandment of her Vajeſties, knowing them to be 
Great and Reverend, as far as any body. But I 
do not take it , that we have received any ſuch 
Commandment 3 for her Majc{ties Command- 
ment by the Lord Steward was to every man 
that ſtood Outlawed. We have no ſuch Com- 
mand. 

Now whether a Man Outlawed may be a Bur- 
geſs, I hold it no quc{tion, but that a Man Out- 
lawed, Attainted or Exc@1municated, or not 
lawfully Eleed , it he be returned, out of all 
doubt is a lawful Burgeſs. 

This is proved by Book Authority , and ex- 
preſs Statutes, as that of 11 H. 4. Cap. 1. a. a 
Knight untryed returned ſhall loſe his Wages, 
therefore allowed by the Statute to be a Knight, 
though untruly returned, and the penalty is only 
to loſe his Wages. Another Authority is in 8 
H. 8. Cap. 10. And if we go to examine perſons 
EleCted to Parliament, we ſhall then dillolve all 
Parliaments, and call in queſtion all former Laws 
made, by reaſon there were not lawful and able

But it is (aid, our Countries 
are poor, and we muſt reſpect them that ſent us 
hither. Why, ſo we muſt alſo remember who ſent 
for us bither. This Cauſe is hard ; for there is ne- 
celiity againſt neceſſity, danger againſt danger, 
and inward diſcontent againſt outward Forces. 
The poor are grieved by being overcharged ; this 
muſt be helped by increaſing our own Burthen ; 
for otherwiſe the weak feet will complain of too 
heavy a body ; that is to be feared. If the feet 
knew their ſtrength as we know their oppreſlion, 
they would not bear as they do. But to anſwer 
them, it ſufficeth that the time requireth it. And 
in a Prince power will command. To fatisfy 
them, they cannot think we overcharge them, 


when we <harge our ſelves with them and aboye 
them: Bul it nothing will ſatisfy them, our do. 
ings are ſufficient to bind them. If the mutt;. 
tudes of Parliaments be remembred heretofore 
many Subſidies now in one Parliament cannot 
ſcem burthenſome. The more Laws we make 
the leſs liberty we have to our ſelves Aj 
now one word for my {elt, it my Speech hath 
offended, excule me, I will not often trouble yyy 
hereafter.

' are Merchants beyond the Seas, ſo they are both 
Merchants and Factors ; a thing which it we 
ſhould uſe beyond the Seas, the Law would be 
fiery to us, or fire ſhould be our Law if we with. 
ſtood. And thoſe places where we trade with 
our Cloth , ſhould we retail it alſo , we ſhould 
lo inhaunce the price , that they would not be 
_ glad of our Traftick. But this miſchief j; 
ſuffered amongſt us by the Dutch. 

[t 1s to be proved that there were twenty Re- 
taylors in Londox that paſled ten or twelve thoy- 
land pound a piece in a ycar 3 and this twenty

At the tirlt we were all one Houle and fat to- 
gether, by a precedent which I have of a Partia- 
ment holden before the Conqueſt by Edward the 
For there were Parliaments 
before the Conqueſt, This appeareth in a Book 
which a grave Member of this Houſe delivered 
unto me, which 1s Intituled Modus terend; Pr- 
liamentum out of that Book I learn this, and if 
any man defire to fee it, I will ſhew it him. And 
this Book declareth how we all fat together, but 
the Commons li:ting in preſence of the King and 
amonplt the Nobles dilliked it, and found fault 
that they had not free liberty to ſpeak. And up- 
on this rcalon that they might ſpeak more trecly, 
being out of the Royal (1ght of the King, and 
not amonglt the great Lords fo far their bet- 
ters, the Houſe was divided and came to lit 
aſunder. 

A bold and worthy Knight at the time when 


this was ſought , (the King deliring a reaſon of 
this their requeſt, and why they would remove

themſelves from their Betters) Anſwered ſhortly, 
That his Majeſty and the Nobles being every 
one a great perlon, repreſented but themſelves 3 
but his Commons though they were but inferiour 
men, yet every one of them repreſented a thou- 
ſand of men. And this Anlwer was well allow- 
cd of. 


But now though we be divided in Seat, be we 


therefore divided Houſes? No; for it any Writ 
of Error be brought , as you ſhall ſee a notable 
Caſe in 22 E. 3. this Writ muſt be returned in 
Parliament, that is , to the whole Houſe, and 
chiefly then to the Upper Houle, for we are but 
alimbof the Houle. Now where a Record bs re- 
moved upon a Writ of Error given to another 
Court, the manner is, that the chick of that 
Court bring the Writ in his hand to the Houle : 
But humbly ſheweth unto the Houle , that the 
Record being remitted out of the Court, no Ex- 
ecution can go forth though the Judgment be 
affirmed. The Court of: Parliament thereupon 
maketh Tranſcript of the whole Record, and re- 
turns the Record again to the Court 3 but if the 
udgment be reveried , then the Record it (cf 
is Cancelled and rafed. This I read in my Bow:

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and brovght a Writ of Error in the Parliament, 
and the Writ was illuing out of the Parliament, 
and upon the fieri facias was (et Domina Regina, 
and it was under the Great Seal of England, and 
the Writ was returned in Parliament. 

So this is plain the Writ is always returnable 
in Parhament ; but if in Parliament, then of the 
Upper Houſe, for of that Houſe we are but a 
Limb. This Writ I have ſeen then thus returned, 
but never any man ſaw a Writ returnable 1n the 
Lower Houſe ; ſo for this I hold the Writ cannot 
be returnable into this Houle. 

But now for the Authority we have , for 
though this be true, I ſay, yet | ſpeak not to 
take any priviledge from this Houſe ; for ſome 
things there are wherein we have Authority all 
of us. But this is certain whatſoever we do ſe- 
dente Parliamento , \t is the AQ of the whole 
Court ; for the Lords without the Commons, and 
the Commons without the Lords, can do no- 
thing : Now then at the firſt before the diviſion 


of the Houſe , all Writs were returned proxime |

not greatly intentive. This to have been the an- 
cient uſage of the Houle , and that the ſame 
- ought ſtill to be, was concluded by common 
and general conſent , both upon particular re- 
membrances and obſervations of the like courſe 
and Order holden aforetime by other Lords that 
held the place in the Houſe of Lord Chancellor 
or Lord Keeper, and allo by divers reaſons pro- 
duced and alledged to prove and ſhew, that the 
ſaid Order doth belt ſtand with the dignity and 
gravity of the Houſe, and with the conveniency 
and aptneſs for diſpatch of affairs appertainin 
to the Parliament; and that the contrary , ow 
1s both undecent and inconvenient. 

This being fo relolved and concluded, it was 
agreed that M* Attorney General and Mr. Ser- 
jeant Drew ſhould go down to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and ſignify trom the Lords to the Knights 
and Burgetles , That it they would ſend any of 
that Houſe up tothe Lords to receive Anſwer un- 
to their aforeſaid Demands, Anſwer ſhould be 
given them.

Then he fell to perſwade us, becauſe new oc-
